"I don't think they would want to work 


with me," she said. 


Mrs. Griggs shocked the village board 


Tuesday when she made her first an- 
nouncement not to be sworn in because of 
"certain minutes" she wanted taken care 
of befor^ beginning office. 


She was elected April 15 along with four 


trustees on the Action Party ticket headed 
by Village Pres. Wilbert Nottke. 


The minutes she referred to were those 


of April 5 at which trustees voted to in- 
crease the pay of trustees and the village 
president from $3 to $25 a meeting. 


The meeting took place on a Saturday 


morning in a rear room of the village hall. 
A Register reporter was present. 


The raise would only apply to newly 


elected trustees Glenn Goodwin, William 
Everham, Roy Petherbridge and Frank 
Atkinson, but not the village president, it 
was later learned. 


"I am against the way it was done," 


said Mrs. Griggs, when asked Tuesday by 
Trustee Roy Petherbridge if she was 
against the pay raise. 


Mrs. Griggs said "I do not like the way 


the minutes of the meeting were handled 
and I do not want the tenure of my office 
involved with Mrs. Forke." 


When questioned by Nottke, she further 


replied, "You rammed through this pay 


raise after adjourning the meeting, then 
reconvening the board." 


She alleged there was "no motion" to 


raise the pay in the minutes taken by 
Petherbridge and that her decision not to 
take the oath of office "was final." 


At one point in the meeting, Nottke 


asked Police Chief Stanley Rossol to re- 
move Mrs. Griggs' husband from the au- 
dience, which Rossol did. 


Griggs, who accompanied his wife to the 


board meeting, had become argumenta- 
tive. 


Mrs. Griggs' action is the second post- 


election controversy to develop in what 
appeared to be a quiet election year in 
Itasca with the Action Party running 
unopposed. 


The first incident resulted when it was 


first announced that a write-in candidate,

Illinois 
Congressional

are seeking to stop night jet flights at 
O'Hare International Airport in an effort 
to reduce jet noise in surrounding commu- 
nities. 


Members met this week to plan to close 


the airport to jet traffic from 11 p.m. to 7 
a.m. 


They cited Washington National Airport 


where jet traffic has been banned from 10 
p.m. to 7 a.m for the last three years. 


JOHN ERLENBORN fR-Elmhurst) was 


expected to be one of those to initiate ac- 
tion with the Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration (FAA) and the Chicago Depart- 
ment of Aviation. 


Others were Senators Everett Dirksen 


and Charles Percy, and Representatives 
Harold Collier and Roman Pucinski. 


Collier, who arranged the meeting, said 


O'Hare handles 287 flights between 11 
p.m. and 7 a.m. One third are cargo 
flights, another one-third stop to drop off 


and pick up passengers, and one-third end 
at O'Hare. 


Finley McGrew, administrative assist- 


ant to Erlenborn, indicated that night 
flights are limited at Washington National 
because jets fly over "some of the fan- 
ciest homes in town," including 
the 


Georgetown area of the capital. 


THE ONL. Yflights that are permitted at 


night are those of propeller planes, he 
said. "It works out reasonably well," he 
said. 


He added that the residents of Ben- 


senville, Park Ridge, Elmhurst and sur- 
rounding communities were entitled to 
sleep at night. 


"It seems to us, all members of the 


FAA are not as concerned about jet 
noise," he said 


John Varble, Bensenville village presi- 


dent, said the Congressional representa- 
tives in attempting to limit night flights 
were "just looking for votes." 


Limiting jet flights at night would just 


stop progress, Varble said. 


Varble said he wants to meet with air- 


line officials to discuss the jet noise prob- 
lem. He predicted a "tremendous break- 
through within the next five or six 
months. 


"WHAT WORRIES me is air pollution." 


Varble said. It is more of a worry than 
the discomfort of jet noise." 


Varble said he recently returned from 


Inglewood. Calif., a city that is located 
near Los Angeles International Airport 
City officials have been planning to file a 
$500 million suit against jet noise. 


Varble said the idea of a suit was "ndi 


culous," while re-emphasizing that he 
plans to work with the airlines. 


The previous village board had sent its 


attorney. William Redmond, there earlier 
in April to investigate the suit. 


He reported that the city had a good 


case and suggested that communities sur- 
rounding airports all over the country 
might do well to band together to fight jet 
noise.

The food handling permit of a Wood 


Dale tavern will be revoked Monday if the 
owner does not correct health violations. 


William Stevie, 108 S. Walnut St., Itasca, 


owner of Stevie's Tavern, Inc., 112 W. Ir- 
ving Park Road, Wood Dale, told the Du- 
Page County Health Department Wednes- 
day he believes he can finish the neces- 
sary work before deadline. 


The health department took a dim view 


of Stevie's apparent disregard of warnings 
about the health violations, according to 
G. J. McCullough, chief sanitarian and 
hearing officer. 


McCullough's office left warnings of vio- 


lations with Stevie after two inspections 
earlier this year. When the violations were 
not corrected, Stevie's establishment was 
given a demerit and a third inspection. 


When the violations still were not cor- 


rected, McCullough said, Stevie was sent 
a formal letter requesting his appearance 
at an April 16 hearing in McCullough's of- 
fice at the DuPage County Courthouse 
complex in Wheaton. 


STEVIE AT that time asked for a post- 


ponement to April 23, but failed to respond 
at the arranged time last week. 


A second letter was sent Stevie later the 


same day, April 23, which said: "Because 
of your failure to appear at our office at 
10 a.m. April 23 for a scheduled hearing, 


we are rescheduling your hearing date to 
April 30 at 9 a.m. Failure to appear at 
this time will result in immediate revoca- 
tion of your food-handling permit." 


Stevie appeared after 10 a.m., several 


minutes after McCullough began consid- 
ering in earnest a revocation of the food- 
handling permit. 


Later in the day, McCullough told the 


Register that Stevie arrived sometime af- 
ter 10 a.m., and it was agreed he would 
have until Monday to comply with the 
health regulations. 


McCULLOUGH SAID Stevie reported he 


already had begun some of the corrective 
work, and field inspectors feel the work 
can be completed by Monday. Stevie could 
not be reached for comment. A bartender 
said the violation has to do with plumbing 
in a washroom. 


According to McCullough, a revocation 


of a permit is considered when violations 
are of a "permanent nature," or would 
take a long time to correct, if ever. 


A mere suspension is considered when 


the violation is "temporary," or easily 
corrected. 


Violations at Stevie's were discovered 


during a routine inspection. McCullough 
said. The law requires a minimum of two 
inspections a year for all food-handling es- 
tablishments. "Sometimes we go some 
places 12 times a year," he said. 


McCullough, who refused to state the 


nature of Stevie's violations because dis- 
closure "would be very damaging if made 
public." said a permit can be revoked 
only after a hearing. 


He said he is trying to get cooperation 


from municipalities in an effort to have 
liquor licenses revoked in any estab- 
lishment where a food-handling permit is 
revoked. He said DuPage County auto-' 
matically revokes liquor licenses in such 
cases which occur in unincorporated 
areas, and Elmhurst has adopted a sim- 
ilar ordinance in cooperation with the 
health department.

"The reason people take drugs isn't be- 


cause they're nuts but because it is a 
pleasant experience, often much better 
than real life," Jerome Jaffe, assistant 
professor, department of psychiatry, Uni- 
versity of Chicago, said Wednesday night. 


"We are not completely sure why some 


of the people who try drugs as a new ex- 
perience get hooked for life and others 
can try it once, think it's nice, but never 
touch them again. "It is hard to separate 
the symptoms from the problems in trying 
to find out why a particular person is on 
drugs," he said. 


Jaffe, director of the drug abuse divi- 


sion, 
Illinois 
Department 
of 
Mental 


Health, discussed drug abuse with about 
60 students and faculty members at Mary- 
knoll College, near Glen Ellyn. The pro- 
gram was sponsored by College of Du-

JAFFE SAID THERE is a difference 


between a physically dependent and an 
addicted person when talking about drugs, 
cigarettes or alcohol. Someone who needs 
a shot of whiskey to cure his hangover is 
physically dependent, he said. 


"Someone could be a heavy smoker, for 


example, and not be addicted to ciga- 
rettes," he said, "which is the same way 
with drugs. 


"The guy who goes out at 11 o'clock at 


night in a snowstorm, risking his life driv- 
ing on slick streets, looking for an open 
drugstore, is a cigarette addict." 


Jaffe defined addiction as existing when 


drugs or something else becomes the over- 
whelming influence or reason for exis- 
tence, or could overrule otherwise rational 
decisions. 


"When someone is preoccupied with just 


getting more drugs, that's where addiction 
comes in," he said. 


He said it is possible to take a small 


amount of drugs on weekends or even 
daily, like some people take alcoholic 
drinks, and not become addicted. There 
can be social drug users just like there 
are social drinkers, he added. 


"I'M NOT CONDONING excessive drug 


use but I am saying that, depending on a 
p e r s o n ' s maturity and psychological 
makeup, it is possible to use drugs or 
smoke marijuana without becoming a 
drug addict," he said. 


"If a person is aware of the possible 


price he will have to pay in his health, 
and will take the risk of actually becom- 
ing an addict, then no one can stop him or 
talk him out of it." 


People who smoke two packs of ciga- 


rettes a day know they are taking a great 
risk, he said, but are willing to pay the 
price. 


Several methods of getting people off 


drugs can work, and new ones are being 
researched, he said. 


When a person takes drugs because he 


is depressed and they make things right* 
with the world, he said, getting him to 
look at why he is depressed sometimes 
helps. 


"There has been some success with a 


drug sold by FBI agents as heroin which 
the addict thinks is heroin but actually 
isn't," he said. 


"What it does is take the kick out of the 


real heroin and makes the addict think he 
has become immune to drugs, so he stops 
taking them." 


Therapeautic communities of ex-addicts 


w o r k i n g t o g e t h e r like Alcoholics 
Anonymous have had some success, he 
said. These communities are getting larg- 
er every day, he added. 


Elk Grove received a "do pass" recom- 
mendation from the state Senate's Con- 
servation Committee last week.

one of the persons testifying on behalf of 
the bill. Palmer is also secretary of the 
Tree Towns Water Commission. 


Knuepfer said the bill provides for the 


allocation o' Lake Michigan water to help 
solve the problems of the rapidly receding 
water table in DuPage County. 


He predicted that not only will Tree 


Towns utilize this water, but that other 
areas in the county would soon be seeking 
tap-ons. 


Knuepfer is a member of the Senate's

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Village Beat 
He Double-Times

Itasca Trustee William Everham was 


the victim of a last minute write-in cam- 
paign April 15 when he appeared to have 
lost to John Massel by 18 votes. 


A recount a few days later, however, 


reversed the decision and gave Everham 
new life. He won by two votes. 


The key issue was the pay raises voted 


by board members at a Saturday meeting 
April 5. 


This was not a secret meeting, but one 


for which due notice had been given to the 
press. 


As on many Saturday mornings when 


most residents are doing their weekend 
shopping or house chores, trustees spend 
two to three hours mulling over village 
business. 


IT SO happened that April 5 was one of 


these sessions and I was present. 


It is also no secret that like many other 


village officials, Everham, as chairman of 
the water and sewer committee, often 
spends considerable time on the myriad 
details which later will be presented for 
village board action. 


The problems of water and sanitary 


sewers in any community are recognized 
as the "brunt" of alt village jobs, with 
perhaps the exception of the mayor or vil- 
lage president. 


It is also true that when a candidate 


runs for political office, he assumes the 
duties of that department assigned to him 
by the chief executive with the approval 
of trustees. 


SUCH SERVICE to a community is ex- 


pected of him and accepted by the voters 
when such an individual announces his 
candidacy. 


In a growing community the priority 


problems are generally those related to 
water and sewage facilities 


This is not taking anything away from 


the time spent by other village officials 
who administer various other depart- 
ments. 


In Itasca, the pay for such services was 


$5 per meeting for the chief executive and 
$3 per meeting for the six trustees. 


On April 5, the board elected to boost 


the pay structure to $25 per meeting — a 
maximum rate set by state statutes. It 
would apply only to those four trustees 
elected April 15. 


For $600 per year or $50 per month, this 


S.C. 
Jamieson 


is what local taxpayers are paying for 
some 40 hours per month of time put in by 
trustees. 


IN THE case of Everham, I don't be- 


lieve it would be far out of line to say that 
he spends double this amount of time as 
chairman of his committee. 


Of those on the present board, only Vil- 


lage President Wilbert Nottke could prob- 
ably say he spent more time on village 
business. 


Yet each official candidly remarked at 


that Saturday session that it was not the 
$25 per meeting twice a month that was 
important, as many more meetings on a 
monthly basis generally are consummated 
without any compensation. 


What was important was recognizing the 


performance and the many hours dictated 
by Everham's responsibilities and voting 
accordingly in favor of the pay increase. 


It wouldn't surprise me a bit to have 


some of the board members hand back 
their pay checks on village business — as 
small a compensation as these are. 


BUT THIS is what caused the rhubarb 


in the election — not the acceptability of 
the performance of Everham, but the fact 
he had stated his case fairly and without 
equivocation. 


Just where you place the values is 


sometimes hard to ascertain when voters 
go to the polls and vote for the candidate 
of their choice. 


It may be the personality, a campaign 


issue, or other factors of bubbling dis- 
content for a new look in office. 


I guess everyone has a right to their 


own convictions — including William Ev- 
erham.

John Masael of 485 Lombard, had defeated 
incumbent Trustee Everham by 18 votes, 
139 to 121. A recount April 18 disclosed 
that Massel actually had lost by two 
votes, 122 to 120. 


The large number of write-in votes for 


Massel was believed to have been 
prompted by the pay raises passed in the 
April 5 meeting. 


Board members Tuesday took particular 


care to confirm and ratify the minutes of 
that meeting which also included agree- 


ment on the Prospect-Thorndale sanitary 
sewer contract with Central Manufac- 
turing District (CMD). 


The board adopted an ordinance to pur- 


chase the sewer for approximately $342,- 
000. CMD is constructing the sewer for 
about $1.5 million. 


The meeting was requested by Everham 


to complete board action on the contract 
with CMD. 


Prior to ratification of the minutes 


Tuesday, Nottke announced, "There seems 
to be some slight confusion over the min- 
utes of the April 5 meeting.

raise. An increase for the village presi- 
dent would have had to be acted upon four 
months prior to the election, he said. 


Elbert Droegemueller of Itasca, chair- 


man of the DuPage County Board of Su- 
pervisors' building committee,

sought support for a proposed county mul- 
ti-family building code from the DuPage 
County Human Relations Advisory Com- 
mittee. 


The Addison Township assistant super- 


visor has met resistance from builders in 
previous meetings because they claim the 
code would be too restrictive.

Droegemueller said the code is based on 


performance and is needed to insure safe- 
ty from fire disasters and other hazards

Strenski asked why the code, which ap- 
peared to be aimed at outlying structures, 
would also cover buildings in villages 
where fire protection was superior. 


Any county building regulation covers 


unincorporated areas and is generally ac- 
cepted by municipalities where their codes 
are less restrictive. 


Droegemueller said the county had not 


been and presently isn't staffed to enforce 
building codes within municipalities. 


Harold Spelman of West Chicago asked 


whether the code was economically re- 
strictive on builders, which would result in 
higher housing costs to buyers and ren- 
ters. 


The advisory committee favors low-cost 


housing and supports efforts to finance 
such housing in the county because it 
claims not much exists now. 


The code' is expected to come up for a 


vote this month.

This is philosophy to which 
some of the most respected and some of 
the most successful county GOP captains 
when they're winning, they will want to 
know why. Their language is votes. 


There is no doubt about it that they are 


now marshaling some convincing argu- 
ments why they're important to perpetu- 
ate the Ogilvie image Yet that image has 
been deftly drawn and the subject alone 
will want to determine its definition. 


AT THIS POINT are introduced the 


problems of welfare and revenue, both 
highly explosive politically. 
Therefore, 


they are of the gravest concern to the gov- 
ernor, his program and his image. 


The welfare issue with social security 


and medicare is forging a powerful politi- 
cal alignment in Illinois and the nation. A 
recent decision of the U.S. Supreme Court 
striking down state boundaries as legal 
barriers against freedom of movement, 
makes reexamination of this entire pro- 
gram everywhere mandatory. Illinois has 
more than a half-million on welfare. 


Governor Ogilvie makes no secret that 


the entire role in welfare. The belief is it 
could administer the program more effec- 
tively and at less cost to the taxptyers. 
Right now it is funding a major portion of 
welfare costs. 


But this is not the main argument. The 


welfare program in any state is difficult 
to administer and to fund. The recent 
court decision supports this view. The wel- 
fare area in Illinois is expanding and be- 
coming more fluid. It is also becoming 
more costly. 


It can make or wreck political success, 


depending on party style. With the Ogilvie 
political environment, it amounts to a vir- 
tual thorn in his side. Therefore, consign 
welfare to its inventors and 
blueprint 


makers whose address is Washington, 
D.C. 


NOW THAT WELFARE and patronage 


are getting the Ogilvie treatment (though 
not yet conclusively) only the giant bug- 
bear, revenue, remains to be resolved. 
This is by far the most challenging matter 
with which the governor has to deal be- 
cause the revenue area is a virtual thicket 
whose growth at Springfield has been fos- 
tered without rhyme or reason. 


The Ogilvie program gives evidence of 


comprehending Illinois as an urban entity 
with common problems everywhere — 
sewage, water, pollution, highways, educa- 
tion, health. 


These spelled out in terms of mass pop- 


ulation, mass communication, mass trans- 
portation and mass affluence demand 
some new views from the statehouse 
dome. 


Some new thinking about the leadership 


and responsibility of political parties 
ought to be well up on the agenda too.

Anyway, Kuhn likes the idea, too, and is 


doing something about it. What exactly? 
You'd never guess. 


He's taking a survey.

The DuPage County Botrd put on quite 


a show in the Tuesday *etsion, probably 
feeling the effects of Weeks' "unlaw- 
ful" charge last week which voided $25 
per diem claims for that meeting and 
knocked the wind out of many board 
members. 


If this be true, then they came back in 


this week's meeting at their controversial 
best. Three issues, hiring detention home 
architects, approving dollar assistance for 
a countywide school program and albeit 
rejecting bids on 19 sheriffs police cars.

it gets its own. New laws will not permit 
juvenile delinquents to be housed with oth- 
er prisoners at the county Jail.

IN OPPOSITION and bringing in the 


majority report were again Messrs, Sav- 
aiano, Riedy and Swan. Weeks said there 
were really three committees involved, 
Wages and Benefits, Courts & Education 
but the buck was passed to the finance 
committee. 


The issue had to do with the transfer of 


$28,000 from the county contingency fund 
to the county superintendent's school fund 
so the schools could get a three-way pro- 
gram going. The program involves special 
education for the handicapped, vocational 
training program and a data process oper- 
ation for all county schools. 


The program in the long run would en- 


large public school education effectiveness 
in the county. Through cooperation be- 
tween board and schools and between 
schools it was shown that it could provide 
school economies. 


The program would provide for ex- 


pertise and the hiring of a professional 
director for each project, a coordinator. 
1971 is the cutoff date set when the schools 
will be on their own. 


Weeks took the position that the argu- 


ments presented about not becoming in- 
volved in education were old hat and ir- 
relevant. 


"COUNTY GOVERNMENT has to be ef- 


fective today," he said, "and various 
county bodies look to us for leadership. 
We've got to do moro than just levy taxes 
and pay bills. I believe we not only have a 
legal right to do this; we have a duty to 
doit." 


The climactic event of the session saw 


Wesley Casper, York, purchasing com- 
mittee chairman asking for the rejection 
of the low bid in a 19 new Pontiac police 
car purchase for the cc Jity sheriff. 


According to Casper, Eddie Ruch Pon- 


tiac, Wheaton-, was low bidder but came to 
his committee and said he'd made an er- 
lor in his bid and must raise his price. 
Casper told him to put it in writing which 
he did. He said the state's attorney had 
ruled that bids did not have to be sealed. 


There was another bidder but Casper 


decided the situation required a rejection 
and a call for new bids. He asked the 
board to give him authority to <fo this and 
by a vote of 16-6 the board told him to go 
ahead. 


HE SAYS REQUEST for bids have gone 


out to 10 Pontiac dealers, several outside 
the county. 


"We may hear from all of them or 


maybe just two or three," Casper said. On 
a deal like this under competitive bidding 
the profit margins are low and the dealer's 
inventory has a good deal to do with how 
much he is interested. 


Patrolman Bender

Patrolman Robert Bender, 21, of the 


Wood Dale, police force, Wednesday sub- 
mitted a letter of resignation effective 
May 13. 


Bender, who was' hired in November, 


will take a position with DuPage Coach & 
Camper Manufacturers, Wood Dale. 


Jack McGann, police chief, said he re- 


grets seeing Bender leave the force. He 
added that the village council should 
"take a long hard look at the pay set up." 


He noted that Bender, who is single, 


was drawn away by a better paying job. 


AS A BEGINNING police officer Bender 


made $535 a month. 


He is the second police officer to resign 


in the last six months. Raymond Richard 
left the force last October after nine 
months. 


Wood Dale currently has nine full time 


police officers, including the police chief 
and two sergeants. With Bender's loss 
there will be eight. 


The village council, however, at a re- 


cent meeting made provisions for hiring 
another full-time police officer.

Ernest Lauffenberger grows jolly green 


giants . . . vegetables that belong in Rip- 
ley's column . . . carrots that weigh two 
pounds apiece, parsnips two feet long, 
beets the size of cantaloupes. 


Oh really? Skeptics anonymous sifted 


through his compost heap, checked and 
unearthed wintered-over parsnips, thus es- 
tablishing that Ernie is no Fibber McGee. 


His secret-friable soil teeming with fer- 


tility from organic-style gardening. 


Mr. Lauffenberger lives in the section of 


unincorporated Palatine that has a "some- 
times water problem." When he moved in 
five years ago, his backyard was a 
swamp, suitable only as a rice paddy. The 
soil was slimy, blue clay. Luther Burbank 
would have declared it a disaster area. 


ERNIE SET ABOUT mastering the situ- 


ation. He had 555 yards of rich, black top- 
soil brought in from an excavation site. At 


a mushroom farm, he garnered truckloads 


of fertile fungi manure for his 100 by 140 
garden plot. His cabbages and kale, peas 
and peppers, gooseberries, currents, swiss 
chard and all the rest, born of the best 
seed, thrived. 


Last year the suburban farmer was con- 


verted 100 per cent to organic gardening. 
Chemical fertilizers became taboo in his 
green acre. Ernie bought a Kemp shred- 
der and reduced table garbage, plus vines, 
leaves and grass clippings to sawdust con- 
sistency. This auto mechanic carted home 
from his job buckets of metal shavings off 
brake drums, — great as an iron additive. 
Green sand, Fertrell, (a commercial or- 
ganic fertilizer) and the other nutrients 
were roto-tilled into the soil with the help 
of a mini-tractor. 


LAUFFENBERGER'S orchard 
of 26 


dwarf fruit trees is sprayed with liquid 
kelp, which Ernie picks up in a Chicago 
health store. 


"The seaveed acts like a sponge," he 


says, "to keep the moisture in the leaves. 
This promotes healthy trees, which are 
not as vulnerable to bugs." 


Ernie finds only the rabbits are a con- 


stant nuisance, as they chomp on tender 
young shoots in early spring. And the 14- 
foot sunflowers he grew last year fed "a 
million blackbirds." 


Ernie, a native of Pennsylvania, grew 


up on a farm. He says he wants the chil- 
dren, Nancy, 1, Tom, 2, and Keith, 12, "to 
have what is best on earth for them to 
eat." And since he is adamant about pol- 
luted water, Ernie has his own well, which 
taps Lake Superior 19? feet down. His roof 
gutter runs into four 275 gallon rainwater 
drums.

ORGANIC gardener 
believes 


"pain, misery, disease and early death 
are being caused by polluted water and 
food grown on chemically-treated soil, 


drenched with insecticides and refined, 
processed, preserved and finally over- 
cooked." 


Mrs. Lauffenberger (Betty) shops the 


supermarket only for bread and milk in 
summer, the family living mostly off the 
garden.

alone prepare themselves by requesting 
literature from their travel agents on the 


places they plan to visit. She also recom- 
mends that they brush up on particular 
interests that can be pursued abroad: art, 
architecture or sculpture, music or the- 
ater. It is also possible to join group tours 
of special interests. These range from art 
and opera tours to tours of famous Eu- 
ropean gardens. 


Among the tips on travel that Miss Wolf- 


stein offers is to ignore the advice of well- 
meaning friends. "The minute you tell 
people you are going to Europe they will 
say, 'Go here, go there; stay at this hotel 
or that hotel,' until you will be driven 
frantic. 'Yes' them all over the place and 
make them happy, but let a trained travel 
agent guide you." 


Other hints on traveling solo for the ma-

The young 
owners greeted us in English and soon 
made us comfortable in their small 12- 
room hotel. They at once offered to boy-sit 


> ile we enjoyed Paris Night Life. Their 
rooms were so artistically decorated and 
smelled so nice (I suspected perfume in 
the ventilators) that we didn't object to 
the $14 per double room, breakfast and 
service tax included. 


FOR A GENERAL view of Paris we 


utilized Cityrama's bus tour. The three- 
hour trip cost $18.40 for the four of us. The 
boys were delighted to experiment with 


fered commentary in eight different lan- 
guages. 


After this we were ready to poke around 


the city on our own, strolling a deserted 
Left Bank, sitting at a sidewalk cafe over 
coffee and cokes ($1 40 for three), eating a 
hot doughnut fried by a Montmartre side- 
walk vendor and discovering that a map 
is needed not only to guide one through 
the Louvre, but to locate the proper en- 
trance from the outside. 


The "Metr-i" is even simpler to use than 


London's "Tube." With the purchase of a 
book of 10 tickets, any length of trip costs 
but 12 cents. We noted that the windows 
were cleaner than those of the London un- 
derground trains, and the ride quieter on 
th» Metro's rubber-tired train wheels. 
Knowing the word for exit (sortie) and 
finding your destination on the diagram 
posted at each station help in easy mas- 
tery of the Metro. 


ANOTHER WAY to see Paris is by 


"Bateau Mouche" on "the Seine. Through 
odd circumstances our boat trip was free. 
We had fallen for an offer by two hawkers 
accosting us near the Eiffel Tower. With 
other equally suspicious Americans, a taxi 
whisked our family from the boats to the 
Raphael Hotel (across from the Peace 
Talks-Majestic) where we were royally- 
treated to a free dinner. 


The mystery of our "all for nothing" 


hospitality ended with the showing of a 
film produced by a Florida land devel- 
opment company.

(For 
you gardening tyros, I can only describe 
spruce gall as an abnormal growth found 
on the branches that looks like tiny spiny 
pineapples. > 


Forgot about fertilizing spring-flowering 


bulbs unless your soil is practically pure 
sand or otherwise infertile. Too much fer- 
tilizer will shorten bulb life, says the Chi- 
cago Horticultural Society. 


IT'S RIIODIK SEASON - azaleas and 


rhododendrons — my favorite of favorites. 
While rhodics aren't commonly grown 
here, Illinois-hardy specimens are avail- 
able locally. They can be grown success- 
fully with a little care. Requirements: 
light dappled shade, sufficient moisture, 
protection from direct wind, and enriched 
acid soil. Plant shallow (the root ball 
should be covered by no more than 1" of 
soil.) New paintings should be watered but 
not fertilized. Cultivate as little as pos- 
sible to avoid disturbing the new surface 
roots that will be starting in about six 
weeks. Apart from watering, leave the 
plants alone,

When the hot weather arrives, apply a 


two-inch mulch of pine bark, wood chips 
or similar coarse, lumpy material. Estab- 
lished plantings of over a year benefit 
from a shot of iron and monthly appli- 
cations of acid fertilizer. Winter protection 
will he discussed come October. 


FLOWERING MAGNOLIAS should be 


planted in spring only, so get to the nur- 
sery now if you've got a mind to grow 
these beauties. 


This lawn will never be the same. One 


resourceful gardener reports she follows 
her dog around her lawn with a sprinkling 
can in which a little liquid fertilizer is 
mixed with water. She feels it helps save 
the grass by dilution. Okay!

Poll Favors Gradual Viet Pull-Out 


Did you vote with the majority in a re- 


cent opinion poll taken of 13th Congres- 
sional District residents? 


U.S. Rep. Donald Rumsfeld has tabu- 


lated over 23,000 returns in an IBM card 
national issues poll mailed in late March. 


The retiring congressman reported that 


his results show a decided shift in opinion 
on the Vietnam war. About half of his dis- 
trict correspondents now favor a gradual 
withdrawal of U.S. troops, whereas in 
1967, six out of 10 favored continued esca- 
lation. 


Rumsfeld has accepted a presidential 


appointment as director of the Office of 
Economic Opportunity and will be leaving 
his congressional seat soon. 


His national issues poll taken in 1967 


and 1969 have proved extremely success- 
ful in prompting dialogue with residents, 


Rumsfeld said in a press release. Many 
poll cards were returned with additional 
comments and views, he noted. 


THE HIGHEST percentage of opinion 


registered on any of the 10 questions 
asked was in support of income tax revi- 
sions — favored by four out of five resi- 
dents, or 81.1 per cent. 


Rumsfeld said President Nixon's April 


21 tax message recommended to Congress 
a broad program of tax reforms. "The 
President's message should spur Congress 
to pass tax reform legislation this year," 
he said. "It is long overdue." 


On the complicated U.S. election laws, 


district residents responding to the ques- 
tionnaire indicated a clear preference for 
changing the system of electing the presi- 
dent and vice president. Only 6.6 per cent 
favor retaining the electoral college. 


The IBM slot for a direct popular vote 


got most punches from residents, favored 
by 62.1 per cent. 


The draft system lost favor between the 


1967 and 1969 polls. Today one in four resi- 
dents, or 24.2 per cent, support the exist- 
ing draft system. In 1967, this support was 
33 per cent. A volunteer military drew 
most support of options with 42.8 per cent 
favoring this. 


"THE NEW COMMISSION named by 


the President last month recognizes the 
growing support for an all-volunteer mili- 
tary, which traditionally has been part of 
our national heritage," Rumsfeld said. 


"Other studies have been made in re- 


cent years on our military manpower 
needs, but this commission will break new 


ground. For the first time in the Cold War 
era, the case for a volunteer system will 
be given more 
than passing consid- 


eration." 


District opinions also favor the ex- 


panded use of tax credits as incentives for 
private enterprise to meet problems of air 
and water pollution, job training programs 
for the unskilled, and development of busi- 
ness in low-income, high-unemployment 
areas. 


A majority supports returning a per- 


centage of federally collected taxes to 
state and local governments, wage and 
price controls if the inflationary spiral 
worsens, and continued efforts by thr? 
United Nations or a multi-nation group to 
secure peace in the Middle East

maying at times, it said, resistance to it 
"is usually self-defeating." 


Instead of mooning about the good old 


days, it said, each individual should "be- 
come an agent of needed change" and do 
his bit to see that changes take place in a 
constructive direction.

through quiet personal action. The moral 
is always the same: You can accomplish 
something worthwhile, if you avoid the 
"apathy trap." 


"The big problems can never be effec- 


tively attacked until we open our eyes and 
respond to the smaller problems that each 
one of us can help solve," says one Christ- 
opher publication. It advises people to ask 
themselves such questions as these: 


"What is the single most urgent task 


needing action in my community? How 
can I join with others to try to work it 
out: What misunderstandings, 
divisions 


and hostilities exist in my neighborhood, 
My block? What am I doing to bring about 
a reconciliation?" 


The Christophers (the name comes from

operation conducted by a paid staff of 35 
persons from a headquarters in New York 
City (12 East 48th St.). The annual budget 
of $800,000 is underwritten by voluntary 
contributions from individuals of many 
different religious denominations. 


Fr. Keller, nearing 70 and in declining 


health, retired recently from active lead- 
ership of the movement. His successor is 
Fr. Richard Armstrong, a 36-yearold 
priest who has been assistant director of 
the Christophers since 1960.

Trans World Airlines hu unveiled a 


model of its luperjet hangar of the future 
— • three ton. one tenth scale structure 
thought to be the largest micro-concrete 
model ever constructed. 


The hyperbolic paraboloid was tested 


for TWA by Wiss, Juney, Elstner and As- 
sociate?.. Northbrook. Standing 12 feet high 
and measuring 32 feet across the diagonal 
span, the prototype covers some 400 
square feet with a concrete shell only 3/8 
inches thick.

Equalization 


Of Power For 
Franchisees 


Senator Philip A Hart (D-Mich ) an- 


nounced that he will introduce legislation 
aimed at making franchisees "more inde- 
pendent businessmen and less branch 
managers " 


The bill comes after five years of work 


by the Senate Antitrust and Monopoly sub- 
committee, which Hart chairs 


"The crux of the power of the franchi- 


sor " he said, "is his ability to whip the 
franchisee into line by threat of termina- 
tion or cancellation " 


Hart said that franchising has mush- 


roomed in the past 10 years — now ac- 
counting for 20 per cent of all retail sales 
and totaling 80 billion in annual sales It 
is, he said, the cheapest method for eco- 
nomically powerful franchisors to move 
into distribution. 


"It is a distribution system in which the 


so-called 'independent' franchisee may be 
no more than a branch manager taking 
orders from a parent corporation Except, 
of course, this branch manager has laid 
his own money on the line for the privi- 
lege of taking orders," Hart said 


His bill Hart said, would restore more 


independence for the franchisee by pro- 
tecting him from arbitrary cancellation or 
termination At the same time, it would 
allow a franchisor to eliminate a man who 
was not doing a good job 


"It is a good start toward equalizing the 


bargaining positions between franchisor 
and franchisee and equalizing the present 
double standard of independence," 
he 


stated

perience get hooked for life and others 
can try it once, think it's nice, but never 
touch them again. "It is hard to separate 
the symptoms from the problems in trying 
to find out why a particular person is on 
drugs," he said. 


Jaffe, director of the drug abuse divi- 


sion, 
Illinois 
Department 
of 
Mental 


Health, discussed drug abuse with about 
60 students and faculty members at Mary- 
knoll College, near Glen Ellyn. The pro- 
gram was sponsored by College of Du- 
Page. 


JAFFE SAID THERE is a difference 


between a physically dependent and an 
addicted person when talking about drugs, 
cigarettes or alcohol. Someone who needs 
a shot of whiskey to cure his hangover is 
physically dependent, he said. 


"Someone could be a heavy smoker, for 


example, and not be addicted to ciga- 
rettes," he said, "which is the same way 
with drugs. 


"The guy who goes out at 11 o'clock at 


night in a snowstorm, risking his life driv- 
ing on slick streets, looking for an open 
drugstore, is a cigarette addict." 


Jaffe defined addiction as existing when 


drugs or something else becomes the over- 
whelming influence or reason for exis- 
tence, or could overrule otherwise rational 
decisions. 


"When someone is preoccupied with just 


getting more drugs, that's where addiction 
comes in," he said. 


He said it is possible to take a small 


amount of drugs on weekends or even 
daily, like some people take alcoholic 
drinks, and not become addicted. There 
can be social drug users just like there 
are social drinkers, he added. 


"I'M NOT CONDONING excessive drug 


use but I am saying that, depending on a 
p e r s o n ' s maturity and psychological 
makeup, it is possible to use drugs or 
smoke marijuana without becoming a 
drug addict," he said. 


"If a person is aware of the possible 


price he will have to pay in his health, 
and will take the risk of actually becom- 
ing an addict, then no one can stop him or 
talk him out of it." 


People who smoke two packs of ciga- 


rettes a day know they are taking a great 
risk, he said, but are willing to pay the 
price. 


Several methods of getting people off 


drugs can work, and new ones are being 
researched, he said. 


When a person takes drugs because he 


is depressed and they make things right 
with the world, he said, getting him to 
look at why he is depressed sometimes 
helps. 


"There has been some success with a 


drug sold by FBI agents as heroin which 
the addict thinks is heroin but actually 
isn't," he said. 


"What it does is take the kick out of the 


real heroin and makes the addict think he 
has become immune to drugs, so he stops 
taking them." 


Therapeautic communities of ex-addicts

Anonymous have had some success, he 
said. These communities are getting larg- 
er every day, he added.

The health department took a dim view 


of Stevie's apparent disregard of warnings 
about the health violations, according to 
G. J. McCullough, chief sanitarian and 
hearing officer. 


McCullough's office left warnings of vio-

"The reason people take drugs isn't be- 


cause they're nuts but because it is a 
pleasant experience, often much better 
than real life," Jerome Jaffe, assistant 
professor, department of psychiatry. Uni- 
versity of Chicago, said Wednesday night. 


"We are not completely sure why some 


of the people who try drugs as a new ex- 
perience get hooked for life and others 
can try it once, think it's nice, but never 
touch them again. "It is hard to separate 
the symptoms from the problems in trying 
to find out why a particular person is on 
drugs," he said. 


Jaffe, director of the drug abuse divi- 


sion, 
Illinois 
Department 
of 
Mental 


Health, discussed drug abuse with about 
60 students and faculty members at Mary- 
knoll College, near Glen Ellyn. The pro- 
gram was sponsored by College of Du- 
Page. 


JAFFE SAID THERE is a difference 


between a physically dependent and an 
addicted person when talking about drugs, 
cigarettes or alcohol. Someone who needs 
a shot of whiskey to cure his hangover is 
physically dependent, he said. 


"Someone could be a heavy smoker, for 


example, and not be addicted to ciga- 
rettes," he said, "which is the same way 
with drugs. 


"The guy who goes out at 11 o'clock at 


night in a snowstorm, risking his life driv- 
ing on slick streets, looking for an open 
drugstore, is a cigarette addict." 


Jaffe defined addiction as existing when 


drugs or something else becomes the over- 
whelming influence or reason for exis- 
tence, or could overrule otherwise rational 
decisions. 


"When someone is preoccupied with just 


getting more drugs, that's where addiction 
comes in," he said. 


He said it is possible to take a small 


amount of drugs on weekends or even 
daily, like some people take alcoholic 
drinks, and not become addicted. There 
can be social drug users just like there 
are social drinkers, he added. 


"I'M NOT CONDONING excessive drug 


use but I am saying that, depending on a 
p e r s o n ' s maturity and psychological 
makeup, it is possible to use drugs or 
smoke marijuana 
without becoming a 


drug addict," he said. 


"If a person is aware of the possible 


price he will have to pay in his health, 
and will take the risk of actually becom- 
ing an addict, then no one can stop him or 
talk him out of it." 


People who smoke two packs of ciga- 


rettes a day know they are taking a great 
risk, he said, but are willing to pay the 
price. 


Several methods of getting people off 


drugs can work, and new ones are being 
researched, he said. 


When a person takes dr>igs because he 


is depressed and they make things right 
with the world, he said, getting him to 
look at why he is depressed sometimes 
helps. 


"There has been some success with a 


drug sold by FBI agents as heroin which 
the addict thinks is heroin but actually 
isn't," he said. 


"What it does is take the kick out of the 


real heroin and makes the addict think he 
has become immune to drugs, so he stops 
taking them." 


Therapeautic communities of ex-addicts 


w o r k i n g t o g e t h e r like Alcoholics 
Anonymous have had some success, he 
said. These communities are getting larg- 
er every day, he added.

Itasca Trustee William Everham was

Yet each official candidly remarked at 


that Saturday session that it was not the 
$25 per meeting twice a month that was 
important, as many more meetings on a 
monthly basis generally are consummated 
without any compensation.

by Everham's responsibilities and voting 
accordingly in favor of the pay increase. 


It wouldn't surprise me a bit to have

Uasca Trustee William Everham was 


the victim or a last minute write-in cam- 
paign April 15 when he appeared to have 
lost to John Massel by 18 votes. 


A recount a few days later, however, 


reversed the decision and gave Everham 
new life. He won by two votes. 


The key issue was the pay raises voted 


by board members at a Saturday meeting 
April s. 


This was not a secret meeting, but one 


for which due notice had been given to the 
press, 


As on many Saturday mornings when 


most residents are doing their weekend 
shopping or house chores, trustees spend 
two to three hours mulling over village 


IT SO happened that April 5 was one of 


these sessions and 1 was present 


It is also no secret that like many other 


village officials, Everham, as chairman of 
the water and sewer committee, often 
spends considerable time on the myriad 
details whjch later will be presented for 
village board action. 


The problems of water and sanitary 


sewers jn any community are recognized 
a* the "brunt" of atl village jobs, with 
perhaps the exception of the mayor or vil- 
lage president. 


It i> also true that when a candidate 


runs for political office, he assumes tine 
duties of that department assigned to him 
by the chief executive with the approval 
of trustees 


SUCH SERVICE to a community is ex- 


pected of him and accepted by the voters 
when such an individual announces his 
candidacy 


In a growing community the priority 


problems are generally those related to 
water and sewage lac ill ties 


This is not taking anything away from 


the time &peru by other village officials 
who administer

ments

IN THE case of Everham, I don't be- 


lieve it would be far out of line to say that 
he spends double this amount of time as 
chairman of his committee. 


Of those on the present board, only Vil- 


lage President Wilbert Nottke could prob- 
ably say he spent more time on village 
business, 


Yet each official candidly remarked at 


that Saturday session that it was not the 
$29 per meeting twice a month that was 
important, as many more meetings on a 
monthly basis generally are consummated 
without any compensation, 


What was important was recognizing the 


performance and the many hours dictated 
by Everham's responsibilities and voting 
accordingly in favor of the pay increase. 


It wouldn't surprise me a bit to have 


some of the board members hand back 
their pay checks on village business — as 
smalJ a compensation as these are. 


BUT THIS is what caused the rhubarb 


in the election — not the acceptability of 
the performance of Everham, but the Fact 
he had stated his case fairly and without 
equivocation.

board several months ago, and got a 4 per 
cent increase of $26.000 per year 


The average teacher in school district 


59, Thomas said, earns about $8,500 to $9,* 
000 annually. 


Until nowT both sides in the bargaining 


talks had indicated they were "very 
close" to settlement, but according to 
Michels the issue of salary and class size 
could not be solved at the latest talk*P 
held Monday, 


A DAY PRIOR TO that meeting, teach* 


ers accused the district of offering Msub- 
standard wages/' while the board, on 
Tuesday, responded by making public 
what they were offering to the teachers. 


Throughout negotiations, Doth sides had 


agreed to keep the matter under wraps 
until settlement was reached and contracts 
were approved by both sides. 


The only leak from the teachers side 


was an initial request of $7,500 bast pay. 
That would be an increase of about 16 per 
cent, compared with the B per cent offered 
by the district, The automatic increase of 
4 per cent for each year of experience 
would have made the teachers' request a 
total of 20 per cent, compared with the 12 
per cent offered Monday night by the 
board of education.

Prescriptions are good for five refills or 


six months, whichever comes first 


The current problem is the passing of 


forged prescription blanks. The blanks, 
known In slang as "scrips," are usually 
stolen from doctors' offices, often by the 
pad and are filled out and passed t» phar- 
macists on days when it is difficult to con- 
firm the prescription because it is often 
the doctor's day off, Research on termi- 
nology ,is often done with medical dictio- 
naries in public libraries. 


The problem the pharmacist has is how 


to spot forged'scrips, 


PHARMACIST John Petropolous, of 


Prospect Pharmacy, Prospect Heights, ex- 
plained what is being done at his pharma- 
cy to combat the forged prescriptions, 
"We know most of our customers person- 
ally, and we have a general knowledge of 
street names in the area/* 


What gives forged prescriptions away 


most often is a street address that does 
not exist. Another give-away, he said, is 
the amount prescribed. Usually, people 
who are passing the blanks fill in a large 
amount as dosage, hoping to avoid coming 
back to the same druggist. 


''Doctors don't prescribe large amounts. 


They will make it for a small amount as a 
trial dosage, to be refilled as needed/* 


Petropolous said a list is kept, open to 


Federal Narcotics agents, of how often a 
prescription is refilled "If we think it te 
being filled at shorter intervals than Is 
called for, we contact the doctor/* If a 
case of stolen blanks is turned up, the po- 
lice are contacted immediately. 


Concern for drug abuse should not re- 


side entirely with youthful offenders. Pet* 


ropolous noted adults can suffer from mis- 
use of prescribed drugs, 


ONE COMMON ABUSE occurs v^'b 


stimulants used as dietary aids. Alcohol to 
an excess, which under this medication, 
can have severe side effects, depending on 
the individual.

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Says Drugs Are Pleasing 


fcy RICHARD BARTON 


"The rtuon ptople take drugs isn't be- 


cauM they're nuts but because it is a 
pleasant experience, often much better 
than real Ufe." Jerome Jaffe, assistant 
professor, department of psychiatry, Uni- 
versity of Chicago, said Wednesday night. 


"We are not completely sure why some 


of the people who try drugs as a new ex- 
perience get hooked for life and others 
can try it once, think it's nice, but never 
touch them again. "It is hard to separate 
the symptoms from the problems in trying 
to find out why a particular person is on 
drugs." he said. 


Jaffe, director of the drug abuse divi- 


sion, 
niinoU 
Department 
of Mental 


Health, discussed drug abuse with about 
60 students and faculty members at Mary- 
knoll College, near Glen Ellyn. The pro- 
gram was sponsored by College of Du- 
Page. 


JAFFE SAID THERE is a difference 


between a physically dependent and an 
addicted person when talking about drugs. 


cigarettes or alcohol. Someone who needs 
a shot of whiskey to cure his hangover is 
physically dependent, he said. 


"Someone could be a heavy smoker, for 


example, and not be addicted to ciga- 
rettes," he said, "which is the same way 
with drugs. 


"The guy who goes out at 11 o'clock at 


night in a snowstorm, risking his life driv- 
ing on slick streets, looking for an open 
drugstore, is a cigarette addict." 


Jaffe defined addiction as existing when 


drugs or something else becomes the over- 
whelming influence or reason for exis- 
tence, or could overrule otherwise rational 
decisions. 


"When someone is preoccupied with Just 


getting more drugs, that's where addiction 
comes in," be said. 


He said it is possible to take a small 


amount of drugs on weekends or even 
daily, like some people take alcoholic 
drinks, and not become addicted. There 
can be social drug users just like there 
are social drinkers, he added. 


"I'M NOT CONDONING excessive drug 


use but I am saying that, depending on a 
p e r s o n ' s maturity and psychological 
makeup, it is possible to use drugs or 
smoke marijuana without becoming a 
drug addict/' he said. 


"If a person is aware of the possible 


price he will have to pay in his health, 
and will take the risk of actually becom- 
ing an addict, then no one can stop him or 
talk him out of it." 


People who smoke two packs of ciga- 


rettes a day know they are taking a great 
risk, he said, but are willing to pay the 
price. 


Several methods of getting people off 


drugs can work, and new ones are being 
researched, he said. 


When a person takes drugs because he

A new addition for the Schaumburg 


Township Library, nearly equal in size to 
the present library is planned, following 
the informal approval of library board 
members 
Wednesday. 
Library 
Board 


members met as a 
commitiee-of-the- 


whole 


A 7.800-square-foot addition costing at 


least $195.000 is proposed as the initial 
step in the library's expansion program to 
serve the expanding population in the 
township 


Library board members decided to fol- 


low a course of expansion in stages rather 
than attempting to build one large library 
at once. 


LIBRARIAN Michael Madden indicated 


that in order to qualify for federal assis- 
tance up to one-fourth of the total cost of 
a new library building, expansion planning 
must be based on serving a projected pop- 
ulation in an area in 20 years. 


"What this means," Madden said, "is 


that all of our money would be used for 
building a large library, since we are talk- 
ing about ( Si-million structure at least. 
And this is out of the question " 


"We would end up with a large building 


and no money for library materials to put 
in it," the librarian stated. 


The proposed addition would be a one- 


story structure built on the front of the 
township library over the present parking 
lot. 


According to Madden, the library can 


obtain mortgage loans up to SO per cent of 
the library's value with improvements. 


Figuring the cost of the proposed addi- 


tion as $195,000 (a minimum of $25 per 
square foot), would mean that the library 
could borrow up to $187,000. The library 
would then only have to accumulate $8,000 
of its own funds (The present library is 
valued at $170.000. > 


HOWEVER. BOARD member Harold 


Bond said that "building costs are going 
up about 10 per cent each year." 


Madden said he would begin a thorough 


study of the library budget projected for 
the next five years to determine how 
much money is available for building and 
what should be included in the addition. 
"Once these factors are resolved," he 
said, "then the library board can ap- 
proach an architect and have him draw 
up plans." 


One reason that library board members 


agreed on a 7,800-square-foot addition was 
that a larger one would require a zoning 
variation for the township library. 


"However, we might decide on a 


slightly larger addition if the architect 
recommends it," Madden said. 


According to the township librarian, the 


present library budget includes $15,000 for 
architect's fees and parking improve- 
ments. 


NEW PARKING facilities are planned 


east of the library near the Bethel Baptist 
Church. The new parking area would be a 
permanent lot about twice the size of the 
present lot, with a connecting sidewalk, 
Madden said. 


"We would build the parking lot before 


we start work on the addition," Madden 
said. He pointed out that the board intends 
to keep the library open throughout its ex- 
pansion development. 


The librarian noted that when the town- 


ship library was originally built, the south 
and east walls were planned so they could 
be knocked out for later building.

Ballots Missing

At a special meeting Tuesday, the Hano- 


ver Park Village Board investigated and 
apparently found some BOO ballots unac- 
counted for in the April 15 election. 


Judges from two precincts. I and 5 


which indicated discrepancies in the num- 
ber of ballots returned to the village hall 
election night, appeared before the village 
board by request and divulged certain in- 
formation that accounted for the ballots 


Precinct 1 had 79 ballots unaccounted 


for Four of the precinct's judges com- 
minted that they found at least one 
bundle of ballots to be five ballots short of 
the certified count of 100 each 


THF. PRECINCT had received 1.500 bal- 


lofi. supposedly in IS bundles of 100 bal- 
lots each Village Atty Richard Husted 
commented that if each bundle was five 
ballots short, "that would just about take 
care of the problem " 


One of the judges commented that a 


representative of the print shop that print- 
ed the ballots said the job was done on a 
rush basts and that the count "may not be 
perfectly accurate." 


The judges said they did not count each 


bundle of ballots but that they did report 
all ballots cast, spoiled and returned. 


Village Trustee Richard Peszynski said 


thfre should still be eight sealed packages 
from Precinct I in the area where election 
rt-cords are impounded It was reported 
that the unused bundles of ballots are not 
marked as to which precinct they came 
from 


IN PRECINCT 5, <99 ballots were miss- 


ing according to records turned in by elec- 
tion judges There still is a disagreement 
as to the number of ballots sent to the 
polling place. The judges certify that 1.000 
were received while village Clerk Elaine 
Mars claims 900 were sent 


Mrs John Staback, one of the election 


fudges, said that all she cati state regard- 
ing performance of the judges is that the 
number of ballots cast in Precinct 5 and 
th«; number of voters correspond. 


She said that in every precinct that she 


worked this was the critical information 
that the judges had to certify. 


The judges were asked if all election 


materials had been returned to the village 
hall. They replied everything, including 
unused ballots, had been returned. How- 
ever, they did not record the number of 
unused, unopened ballots returned to the 
village clerk. 


THEY DID RECORD that 83 ballots giv- 


en voters were found either blank or spoil- 
ed, but they did not record the number of 
ballots which were never used. 


Trustee Ed Van Colt remarked that if 


the precinct did receive only 900 ballots as 
the village clerk claims, then assuming 
500 unused ballots were not recorded, the 
difference would just about make up the 
discrepancy. 


Pres. Eugene Domingue said, "I don't 


feel this group is prepared to certify an 
election winner this evening." 


He said the board will meet again on 


Thursday and he adjourned the meeting.

Marks For Post? 
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Gerald Marks, former Metropolitan San- 


itary District <MSD) trustee, is expected 
to announce today his candidacy for 13th 
District Congressman. 


His formal announcement will be the 


first for the seat vacated by Rep. Donald 
Rumsfeld. Rumseld has accepted a Presi- 
dential nod as director of the Office of 
Economic Opportunity. 


The congressional race so far has been 


a game of speculation on who will file pe- 
titions of candidacy. One of the most often 
mentioned candidates include State Rep. 
Eugene Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights. 


Marks, of Wilmette, told a Herald re- 


porter he will be running on a platform 
favoring deescalation of the Vietnam war 
and opposing a buildup of the Anti-Ballis- 
tic Missile system. He said he will turn 
his energies toward trying to resolve prob- 
lems of urban communities, both city and 
suburbs. 


A GENERAL election is to be set in Oc- 


tober. 


Marks was defeated Nov. 5 in his bid for 


reelection to the MSD board of trustees. A 
Republican, Marks carried the suburbs 
but lost in Chicago to Democrat Chester 
Majewski. 


The first congressional candidate point- 


ed out he ran 12,000 votes ahead of Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie in November and was 
endorsed by all the Chicago newspapers. 
He said he is the only person mentioned 
for candidacy who has conducted a dis- 
trict-wide campaign. 


In addition to Schlickman, persons men- 


tioned as probable candidates are Rep. 
Alan Johnston, R-Kenilworth; Brian Duff, 
unsuccessful candidate for lieutenant gov- 
ernor; Joe Mathewson of Winnetka, Gov- 
ernor Ogilvie's press secretary; David 
Row, publisher of the north-shore Hollister 
newspaper chain.

Goal Is To Be Total Teacher

The aim of Dist. 54 teacher Mrs. Mar- 


jorie Hughes is to be a total teacher in the 
classroom. 


Mrs. Hughes, a fifth grade teacher at 


Fairview School in Hoffman Estates, gives 
attention to each part of the curriculum in 
her teaching. A veteran teacher with 19 
years of experience, she has been cited 
for outstanding teaching in the areas of 
science, mathematics, and language arts. 


In 1965 Mrs. Hughes was named by 


Grade Teacher magazine as one of the 
outstanding teachers of elementary sci- 
ence and mathematics in the United 


"I try not to teach two years in a row 


the same way," Mrs. Hughes said. "I am 
always interested in new methods and ma- 
terials." 


PRESENTLY MRS. Hughes is serving 


as a member of the Dist. 54 Science Pilot 
Text Committee which is evaluating text- 
books for various grade levels and aca- 
demic groupings. Any textbook changes 
will be based on their recommendations. 
In the past she has taught adult work- 
shops on the New Math. 


"Science is probably my favorite teach- 


ing subject," said the Fairview teacher, 
who was an art major in college. Mrs. 
Hughes has taught fifth grade at Fairview 
for 11 years. 


Last year Mrs. Hughes headed a sub- 


committee evaluating reading materials 
for the Dist. 54 Reading Survey. 


In conducting language arts instruction 


in her own class, Mrs. Hughes has utilized 
open court materials and power phonics to 
aid the 29 pupils in her class. 
States. 


"ROLE-PLAYING" in U.S. history les- 


sons, designed to develop critical thinking 
in the pupil, has occupied the attention of 
Mrs. Hughes' pupils this year. 


In learning about the colonization of 


North America, for example, students 
were divided into two different groups, 
and each group pretended it had estab- 
lished a colony of the U. S. on another 
planet. 


Pupils thus became Involved in the 


problems of establishing a colony and the 
feeling of being a great distance from 
one's native land. 


Just lately the fifth grade class com- 


pleted a unit on the Civil War in which 
role-playing was used. The slavery issue 
was discussed in a philosophical context 
by two groups of students who pretended 
they were two different rural agriculture 
communities, representing the NortJ and 
South. 


CONFLICT developed between the two 


because one group mistreated its horses 
used in farming. 


"Role-playing is a very effective device 


to encourage critical thinking in the pu- 
pil," Mrs. Hughes said. She also said that 
her class has a multi-textbook program in 
social studies. In order to be exposed to 
various critical opinions, seven copies of 
five different textbooks are provided for 
the class. 


"If a teacher merely pours information 


over a child, most of it is going to run off 
him." Mrs. Hughes contends. "But if a 
child is actively involved in doing a cer- 
tain task, he is going to absorb knowledge 
in the process." 


THE TEACHER'S task is to structure 


the classroom situation so that the individ- 
ual pupil gets involved, according to the 
Dist. 54 instructor. 


Each of Mrs. Hughes' pupils is now 


creating a ceramic dish in their art class. 
The clay dishes will be baked in the kiln 
at Helen Keller School later this year. 


In the science curriculum, pupils study 


units on energy, electricity, rocks and 
minerals, living things.and the weather. 
According to Mrs. Hughes, the study of 
various rocks teaches each student to be 
observant. Individual pupils are assigned 
to conduct experiments. 


"I try not to get bored with what Tm 


doing in the classroom," Mrs. Hughes re- 
lated. "My advice to beginning teachers is 
not to teach just by the book. Because if 
the teacher becomes bored with what he 
is doing, the chances are that the students

than attempting to build one larg^ library 
at once 


LIBRARIAN Michael Madden indicated 


that in order to qualify for federal assis- 
tance up to one-fourth of the total cost of 
a new library building, expansion planning 
must be based on sen ing a projected pop- 
ulation in an area in 20 years 


' What this means " Madden said, "is 


that all of our money would be used for 
building a larae library, since we are talk- 
inn about a Si-million structure at least. 
And this is out of the question " 


"We would end up with a large building 


and no money for library materials to put 
in it." the librarian stated. 


The proposed addition would be a one- 


story structure built on the front of the 
township library over the present parking 
lot. 


According to Madden, the library can 


obtain mortgage loans up to 50 per cent of 
the library's value with improvements. 


Figuring the cost of the proposed addi- 


tion as $195.000 i a minimum of $25 per 
square foot), would mean that the library 
could borrow up to S187.000. The library 
would then only have to accumulate $8,000 
of its own funds <The present library is 
valued at $170.000 ) 


HOWEVER. BOARD member Harold 


Bond said that "building costs are going 
up about 10 per cent each year." 


Madden said he would begin a thorough 


study of the library budget projected for 
the next five years to determine how 
much money is available for building and 
what should be included in the addition. 
"Once these factors are resolved." he 
said, "then the library board can ap- 
proach an architect and have him draw 
up plans." 


One reason that library board members 


agreed on a 7,800-square-foot addition was 
that a larger one would require a zoning 
variation for the township library.

Fairview School in Hoffman Estates, gives 
attention to each part of the curriculum in 
her teaching. A veteran teacher with 19 
years of experience, she has been cited 
for outstanding teaching ir. the areas of 
science, mathematics, and language arts. 


In 
19H5 Mrs. Hughes was named by 


Grade Teacher magazine as one of the 
outstanding teachers of elementary sci- 
ence and mathematics in the United 


"I try not to teach two years in a row 


the same way," Mrs. Hughes said. "I am 
always interested in new methods and ma- 
terials." 


PRESENTLY MRS. Hughes is serving 


as a member of the Dist. 54 Science Pilot 
Text Committee which is evaluating text- 
books for various grade levels and aca- 
demic groupings. Any textbook changes 
will be based on their recommendations. 
In the past she has taught adult work- 
shops on the New Math. 


"Science is probably my favorite teach- 


ing subject," said the Fairview teacher, 
who was an art major in college. Mrs. 
Hughes has taught fifth grade at Fairview 
for 11 years. 


Last year Mrs. Hughes headed a sub- 


committee evaluating reading materials 
for the Dist. 54 Reading Survey. 


In conducting language arts instruction 


in her own class, Mrs. Hughes has utilized 
open court materials and power phonics to 
aid the 29 pupils in her class. 
States. 


"ROLE-PLAYING" in U.S. history les- 


sons, designed to develop critical thinking 
in the pupil, has occupied the attention of 
Mrs. Hughes' pupils this year. 


In learning about the colonization of 


North America, for example, students 
were divided into two different groups, 
and each group pretended it had estab- 
lished a colony of the U. S. on another 
planet. 


Pupils thus became 
involved in the 


problems of establishing a colony and the 
feeling of being a great distance from 
one's native land. 


Just lately the fifth grade class com- 


pleted a unit on the Civil War in which 
role-playing was used The slavery issue 
was discussed in a philosophical context 
by two groups of students who pretended 
they were two different rural agriculture 
communities, representing the NortH and 
South. 


CONFLICT developed between the two 


because one group mistreated its horses 
used in farming 


"Role-playing is a very effective device 


to encourage critical thinking in the pu- 
pil," Mrs. Hughes said. She also said that 
her class has a multi-textbook program in 
social studies. In urder to be exposed to 
various critical opinions, seven copies of 
five different textbooks are provided for 
the class. 


"If a teacher merely pours information 


over a child, most of it is going to run off 
him." Mrs. Hughes contends. "But if a 
child is actively involved in doing a cer- 
tain task, he is going to absorb knowledge 
in the process." 


THE TEACHER'S task is to structure 


the classroom situation so that the individ- 
ual pupil gets involved, according to the 
Dist. 54 instructor. 


Each of Mrs. Hughes' pupils is now- 


creating a ceramic dish in their art class. 
The clay dishes will be baked in the kiln 
at Helen Keller School later this year. 


In the science curriculum, pupils study 


units on energy, electricity, rocks and 
minerals, living things.and the weather 
According to Mrs. Hughes, the study of 
various rocks teaches each student to be 
observant. Individual pupils are assigned 
to conduct experiments. 


"I try not to get bored with what I'm 


doing in the classroom." Mrs. Hughes re- 
lated. "My advice to beginning teachers is 
not to teach just by the book. Because if 
the teacher becomes bored with what he 
is doing, the chances are thai the students

classroom. 


Mrs. Hughes, a fifth grade teacher at 


Fairview School in Hoffman Estates, gives 
attention to each part of the curriculum in 
her teaching. A veteran teacher with 19 
years of experience, she has been cited 
for outstanding teaching in the areas of 
science, mathematics, and language arts. 


In 1965 Mrs 
Hughes was named by 


Grade Teacher magazine as one of the 
outstanding teachers of elementary sci- 
ence and mathematics in the United 


"I try not to teach two years in a row 


the same way," Mrs. Hughes said. "I am 
always interested in new methods and ma- 
terials." 


PRESENTLY MRS. Hughes is serving 


as a member of the Dist. 54 Science Pilot 
Text Committee which is evaluating text- 
books for various grade levels and aca- 
demic groupings. Any textbook changes 
will be based on their recommendations. 
In the past she has taught adult work- 
shops on the New Math. 


"Science is probably my favorite teach- 


ing subject," said the Fairview teacher, 
who was an art major in college. Mrs. 
Hughes has taught fifth grade at Fairview 
for 11 years. 


Last year Mrs. Hughes headed a sub- 


committee evaluating reading materials 
for the Dist. 54 Reading Survey. 


In conducting language arts instruction 


in her own class, Mrs. Hughes has utilized 
open court materials and power phonics to 
aid the 29 pupils in her class. 
States. 


"ROLE-PLAYING" in U.S. history les- 


sons, designed to develop critical thinking 
in the pupil, has occupied the attention of 
Mrs. Hughes' pupils this year. 


In learning about the colonization of 


North America, for example, students 
were divided into two different groups, 
and each group pretended it had estab- 
lished a colony of the U S. on another 
planet. 


Pupils thus became 
involved 
in the 


problems of establishing a colony and the 
feeling of being a great distance from 
one's native land. 


Just lately the fifth grade class com- 


pleted a unit on the Civil War in which 
role-playing was used. The slavery issue 
was discussed in a philosophical context 
by two groups of students who pretended 
they were two different rural agriculture 
communities, representing the NortH and 
South. 


CONFLICT developed between the two 


because one group mistreated its horses 
used in farming. 


"Role-playing is a very effective device 


to encourage critical thinking in the pu- 
pil," Mrs. Hughes said. She also said that 
her class has a multi-textbook program in 
social studies. In order to be exposed to 
various critical opinions, seven copies of 
five different textbooks are provided for 
the class. 


"If a teacher merely pours information 


over a child, most of it is going to run off 
him," Mrs. Hughes contends. "But if a 
child is actively involved in doing a cer- 
tain task, he is going to absorb knowledge 
in the process.'' 


THE TEACHER'S task is to structure 


the classroom situation so that the individ- 
ual pupil gets involved, according to the 
Dist. 54 instructor. 


Each of Mrs. Hughes' pupils is now 


creating a ceramic dish in their art class. 
The clay dishes will be baked in the kiln 
at Helen Keller School later this year. 


In the science curriculum, pupils study 


units on energy, electricity, rocks and 
minerals, living things.and the weather. 
According to Mrs. Hughes, the study of 
various rocks teaches each student to be 
observant. Individual pupils are assigned 
to conduct experiments. 


"I try not to get bored with what I'm 


doing in the classroom," Mrs. Hughes re- 
lated. "My advice to beginning teachers is 
not to teach just by the book. Because if 
the teacher becomes bored with what he 
is doing, the chances are that the students

In the shuffle of revolt at Elk Grove 


High School on April 24, a handful of boys 
stood, spoke, and brought order to a group 
of students who chose to make an attempt 
at changing policy in School Dist. 214. 


One name, one voice and one face be- 


came prevalent throughout the demonstra- 
tion and afterward. Why was Paul Stathas 
heard and listened to at the same time? 
How did he become involved? 


If reason for action in any individual is 


d e e p - s e e d e d within his personality, 
Stathas is no exception. 


IN CONVERSATION, the high school se- 


nior displays a sense of realness and a 
logical mind. He believes part of this logic 
is being able to say what he feels, and he 
says it well. 


Informed on most national problems, he 


displays that knowledge in conversation 
and contends that his every action is well 
thought out. 


When asked about his views on the Viet- 


nam war and the resistance to it by many 
in his generation, Stathas spoke of a new 
generation which does not care to fight. 
But he also contended, with disgust, that 
aniti-war movements have been infiltrated 


by "filth who are merely too lazy to 
fight." 


HE WAS then asked about his ideas of 


welfare programs, and his reply was that 
such programs as Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren (ADC) will go on forever, and the 
only possible way they could have heen 
stopped would have been not to let them 
get started. 


"Smoking is a bad habit, and so is wel- 


fare," he said. Except for an occasional 
pipe, Stathas does not smoke. 


The student leader is concerned with the 


caliber of news reporting today. Disturbed 
with the "constant garble of gory facts," 
with little mention of anything good, he 
continually repeated, "It's sad, it's really 
sad." 


On the personal level, Stathas seems to 


be in doubt about many things. He says 
his mind is in battle with itself, always 
attempting to separate fantasy from fact.

HIS GOAL is to do something produc-

Cosynal, Cosadeine, al! containing the nar- 
cotic Codeine, and such prescription drugs 
as Amphetamine, a stimulant commonly 
known as "speed," and sedative drugs,

Pharmacists are required by law to 


keep lists of everyone purchasing Codeine 
coagh medicines, plus lists of purchasers 
of amphetamine drugs. The lists are de- 
tailed, giving name of purchaser, address, 
amount of prescription, dosage, and infor- 
mation noting intervals of refill. 


Prescripttons are good for five refills or 


six months, whichever comes first. 


The current problem is the passing of 


forged prescription blanks. The blanks, 
known in slang as "scrips," are usually 
stolen from doctors' offices, often by the 
pad and are filled out and passed t« phar- 
macists on days when it is difficult to con- 
firm the prescription because it is often 
thn doctor's day off. Research on termi- 
nology is often done with medical dictio 
naries in public libraries. 


The problem the pharmacist has is how- 


to spot forged 'scrips. 


PHARMACIST John 
Petropolous, 
of 


Prospect Pharmacy, Prospect Heights, ex- 
plained what is being done at his pharma- 
cy to combat the forged prescriptions. 
"We know most of our customers person- 
ally, and we have a general knowledge of 
street names in the area." 


What gives forged prescriptions away 


most often is a street address that does 
not exist. Another give-away, he said, is 
the amount prescribed. Usually, peopl. 
who are passing the blanks fill in a large 
amount as dosage, hoping to a\ oid coming 
back to the same druggist. 


"Doctors don't prescribe large amount 


They will make it for a small amount as a 
trial dosage, to be refilled as needed." 


Petropolous said a list is kept, open to 


Federal Narcotics agents, of how often a 
prescription is refilled. "If we think it is 
being filled at shorter intervals than i> 
called for, we contact the doctor " If a 
case of stolen blanks is turned up, the pc- 
lice are contacted immediately. 


Concern for drug abuse should not re- 


side entirely with youthful offenders. Pet- 
ropolous noted adults can suffer from mis 
use of prescribed drugs. 


ONE COMMON ABUSE occurs with 


stimulants used as dietary aids. Alcohol to 
an excess, which under this medication. 
can have severe side effects, depending on 
the individual. "The effect of the two act 
to double the potency of the drug."

They are pleading for help and com- 
passion, using their only means of ex- 
pression. . .violence. 


Robert Frost said: 
"The best way to hate is the worst, 
To find what the hated need most, 
Never mind what its actual worth 
And wipe that thing off the Earth."

The General Caucus of Dist 21 voted 


down an amendment changing the secrecy

Other bylaw revisions were reviewed,

names by caucus members of prospective

Under the old procedural rules, 
the 


names of individuals interviewed, but not 
selected by the Caucus nominating com- 
mittee, were not released publicly. 


tNDER THE PROPOSED change, de- 


feated Wednesday night, the nominating 
committee would require an applicant to 
consent to the release of his name before 
beginning interviews. 


The defeat of the proposed change kept 


the secrecy requirement in effect 


The other changes centered around a 


possible move to amend the number of 


candidates the Caucus could back for each 
vacancy. 


The change called for possible Caucus 


backing of more than one candidate for a 
vacancy. Under the old bylaws the Caucus 
backed only one person per vacant board 
seat. 


This change also was defeated, the 


Caucus deciding the move would serve 
simply to "dilute" support for caucus- 
backed candidates 


THE AMENDED bylaw now stipulates 


that the nominating committee present a 
list of qualified individuals to the General 
Caucus — each vacancy to have only one 
candidate. 


Another proposed change, allowing two 


nominees for each vacancy, was defeated 
as written, then amended to read, "each 
delegate will vote for one name for each 
vacancy." 


The caucus also discussed minor proce- 


dural changes to more clearly delineate 
voting procedure.

IN EXPLAINING THE five per cent 


across the board pay hikes, he notes that 
"it is essential that we develop and main- 
tain a sound position classification and 
pay plan based on merit."

In proportion, sergeants and lieutenants

sure the board that all employes are being 
compensated in correct relationship to 
each other." 


IN STAFF ADDITIONS, Olsen recom- 


mended that an electrical inspector for 
the building department be hired, a public 
works inspector, an additional police lieu- 
tenant, an additional patrolman, and one 
more full-time fireman.

In the shuffle of revolt at Elk Grove 


High School on April 24, a handful of boys 
stood, spoke, and brought order to a group 
of students who chose to make an attempt 
at changing policy in School Dist. 214. 


One name, one voice and one face be- 


came prevalent throughout the demonstra- 
tion and afterward. Why was Paul Stathas 
heard and listened to at the same time? 
How did he become involved? 


If reason for action in any individual is 


d e e p - s e e d e d within his personality, 
Stathas is no exception. 


IN CONVERSATION, the high school se- 


nior displays a sense of realness and a 
logical mind. He believes part of this logic 
is being able to say what he feels, and he 
says it well. 


Informed on most national problems, he 


displays that knowledge in conversation 
and contends that his every action is well 
thought out. 


When asked about his views on the Viet- 


nam war and the resistance to it by many 
in his generation, Stathas spoke of a new 
generation which does not care to fight. 
But he also contended, with disgust, that 
aniti-war movements have been infiltrated 


by "filth who are merely too lazy to 
fight." 


HE WAS then asked about his ideas of 


welfare programs, and his reply was that 
such programs as Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren (ADC) will go on forever, and the 
only possible way they could have ^een 
stopped would have been not to let them 
get started. 


"Smoking is a bad habit, and so is wel- 


fare," he said. Except for an occasional 
pipe, Stathas does not smoke. 


The student leader is concerned with the 


caliber of news reporting today. Disturbed 
with the "constant garble of gory facts," 
with little mention of anything good, he 
continually repeated, "It's sad, it's really 
sad." 


On the personal level, Stathas seems to 


be in doubt about many things. He says 
his mind is in battle with itself, always 
attempting to separate fantasy from fact.

various cough medicines, Robatussin AC. 
Cosynal, Cosadeine, all containing the nar- 
cotic Codeine, and such prescription drugs 
as Amphetamine, a stimulant commonly 
known as "speed," and sedative drugs, 
under the heading of barbiturates. 


Pharmacists are required by law to 


keep lists of everyone purchasing Codeine 
coagh medicines, plus lists of purchasers 
of amphetamine drugs. The lists are de- 
tailed, giving name of purchaser, address, 
amount of prescription, dosage, and infor- 
mation noting intervals of refill. 


Prescriptions are good for five refills or 


six months, whichever comes first. 


The current problem is the passing of 


forged prescription blanks. The blanks, 
known in slang as "scrips." are usually 
stolen from doctors' offices, often by the 
pad and are filled out and passed t» phar- 
macists on days when it is difficult to con- 
firm the prescription because it is often 
th° doctor's day off. Research on termi- 
nology is often done with medical dictio- 
naries in public libraries. 


The problem the pharmacist has is how 


to spot forged 'scrips. 


PHARMACIST John

Prospect Pharmacy. Prospect Heights, ex- 
plained what is being done at his pharma- 
cy to combat the forged prescriptions. 
"We know most of our customers person- 
ally, and we have a general knowledge of 
street names in the area." 


What gives forged prescriptions away 


most often is a street address that does 
not exist. Another give-away, he said, is 
the amount prescribed. Usually, people 
who are passing the blanks fill in a large 
amount as dosage, hoping to avoid coming 
back to the same druggist. 


"Doctors don't prescribe large amounts. 


They will make it for a small amount as a 
trial dosage, to be refilled as needed." 


Petropolous said a list is kept, open to 


Federal Narcotics agents, of how often a 
prescription is refilled. "If we think it is 
being filled at shorter intervals than is 
called for, we contact the doctor." If a 
case of stolen blanks is turned up, the po- 
lice are contacted immediately. 


Concern for drug abuse should not re- 


side entirely with youthful offenders. Pet- 
ropolous noted adults can suffer from mis- 
use of prescribed drugs. 


ONE COMMON ABUSE occurs with 


stimulants used as dietary aids. Alcohol to 
an excess, which under this medication, 
can have severe side effects, depending on 
the individual. "The effect of the two act 
to double the potency of the drug."

Ryan noted that at the time of the re- 


cent township budget hearing Carrozza 
complimented him on "another extremely 
fine job on the budget."

In the shuffle of revolt at Elk Grove 


High School on April 24, a handful of boys 
stood, spoke, and brought order to a group 
of students who chose to make an attempt 
at changing policy in School Dist. 214. 


One name, one voice and one face be- 


came prevalent throughout the demonstra- 
tion and afterward. Why was Paul Stathas 
heard and listened to at the same time? 
How did he become involved? 


If reason for action in any individual is 


d e e p - s e e d e d within his personality, 
Stathas is no exception. 


IN CONVERSATION, the high school se- 


nior displays a sense of realness and a 
logical mind. He believes part of this logic 
is being able to say what he feels, and he 
says it well. 


Informed on most national problems, he 


displays that knowledge in conversation 
and contends that his every action is well 
thought out. 


When asked about his views on the Viet- 


nam war and the resistance to it by many 
in his generation, Stathas spoke of a new 
generation which does not care to fight. 
But he also contended, with disgust, that 
aniti-war movements have been infiltrated 


by "filth who are merely too lazy to 
fight." 


HE WAS then asked about his ideas of 


welfare programs, and his reply was that 
such programs as Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren (ADC) will go on forever, and the 
only possible way they could have 'wen 
stopped would have been not to let them 
get started. 


"Smoking is a bad habit, and so is wel- 


fare," he said. Except for an occasional 
pipe, Stathas does not smoke. 


The student leader is concerned with the 


caliber of news reporting today. Disturbed 
with the "constant garble of gory facts," 
with little mention of anything good, he 
continually repeated, "It's sad, it's really 
sad." 


On the personal level, Stathas seems to 


be in doubt about many things. He says 
his mind is in battle with itself, always 
attempting to separate fantasy from fact. 
His ideals are compromised by logic, he 
said. 


HIS GOAL is to do something produc- 


tive, yet he contends he is held back by 
hi* appearance. A good example of real 
and unreal conflicts, Stathas believes his 
logical mind knows that his hair is ham- 
pering his ambitions, but his idealistic

Pharmacists are required by law to 


keep lists of everyone purchasing Codeine 
cojgh medicines, plus lists of purchasers 
of amphetamine drugs. The lists are de- 
tailed, giving name of purchaser, address, 
amount of prescription, dosage, and infor- 
mation noting intervals of refill. 


Prescriptions are good for five refills or 


six months, whichever comes first. 


The current problem is the passing of 


forged prescription blanks. The blanks, 
known in slang as "scrips." are usually 
stolen from doctors' offices, often by the 
pad and are filled out and passed t« phar- 
macists on days when it is difficult to con- 
firm the prescription because it is often 
th" doctor's day off. Research on termi- 
nology is often done with medical dictio- 
naries in public libraries. 


The problem the pharmacist has is ho\\ 


to spot forged 'scrips 


PHARMACIST John 
Petropolous. of 


Prospect Pharmacy. Prospect Heights, ex- 
plained what is temg done at his pharma- 
cy to combat the forged prescriptions. 
"We know most of our customers person 
ally, and we have a general knowledge of 
street names in the area." 


What gives forged prescriptions away 


most often is a street address that does 
not exist. Another give-away, he said, is 
the amount prescribed. Usually, people 
who are passing the blanks fill in a large 
amount as dosage, hoping to a\oid coming 
back to the same druggist. 


"Doctors don't prescribe large amount- 


They will make it for a small amount as a 
trial dosage, to be refilled as needed." 


Petropolous said a list is kept, open to 


Federal Narcotics agents, of how often t, 
prescription is refilled. "If we think it is 
being filled at shorter intervals than is 
called for. we contact the doctor." If a 
case of stolen blanks is turned up, the po- 
lice are contacted immediately. 


Concern for drug abuse should not re- 


side entirely with youthful offenders. Pet- 
ropolous noted adults can suffer from mis- 
use of prescribed drugs.

Ask Funds for Center 


Palatine's application for federal funds 


to finance a transportation center esti- 
mated to cost more than $1.7 million is on 
its way to Washington, D.C. 


Village officials are hoping to receive a 


two-third federal grant for the project, 
cutting local cost to $581,567. Total cost of 
the project is estimated at $1,774, 700. 


The transportation proposal, which orig- 


inally was submitted to the U.S. Dept. of 
Transportation last July, includes reloca- 
tion of the railroad station and additional 
commuter parking for 1,000 cars. 


In addition, the final application in- 


cludes partial financing of a Smith Street 
underpass at the railroad tracks. 


VILLAGE ENGINEERS recently com- 


pleted a feasibility study of the underpass 
and estimated the change to cost more 
than $900,000. 


"While there is no assurance the Smith 


Street project would qualify for federal 
funds, the program 
representative 
in 


Washington recommended it be submitted 
for consideration," Village Mgr. Berton 
Braun explained. 


The board of trustees considers 
the 


Smith Street underpass and depot reloca- 
way of allowing traffic to flow through the 
downtown area when a train is present. 


Currently, 
both 
the main 
east-west 


street and north-south thoroughfare are 
blocked when a train is stopped at the 
depot. 


THE TRANSPORTATION proposal calls 


for moving the railroad depot to a spot 
north of the tracks, west of Smith Street 
and south of Colfax. 


Major costs of the proposal are the 


Smith Street underpass and epot reloca- 
tion. 


Village officials have an agreement with 


local developer, Lou Draper, that he will 
build a new station at a cost net to exceed 
$30,000 and dedicate it to the Chicago and 
North Western Ry. 


Linked closely to the current federal ap- 


plication are plans to build a large trans- 
portation center as Phase II of the proj- 
ect. 


The four-story building is proposed for a 


four-acre site south of the railroad tracks 
with an enclosed overpass across the rail- 
road tracks to the depot and parking lot. 


The lower level would be used for buses 


and taxis. Suggested for the top of the 
building is a heliport to accommodate pri- 
vate and commercial helicopter service. 


Although it's not included in the present 


application. Phase II was proposed in the 
village's preliminary application of 1968 
primarily to lend a thoroughness to the 
plan. 


Braun said. "Palatine's plan has met 


with such good response because our pro- 
posal is based on a multimode concept." 


So. if the village receives approval of 


Phase I, it could mean a rapid follow-up 
to obtain funds for the second part of the 
project.

THE HERALD WAS told the man does 


not want the site idle for any period of 
time, with new business and residential 
homes, plus the new railroad station to be 
constructed nearby. 


He was represented by Realtor Jack 


Nelson, and Roy LaLonde, who sold his 
interest in a real estate firm to Nelson 


Also attending was Palatine Village 


Pres. John Moodie. 


At one point, Moodie said the man 


"wants the property kept for commercial 
development, if the library lets it go." 


The library's financial ability to buy 


back the building was questioned. Library 
board members admitted the operating 
budget would not permit the purchase of a 
building without a referendum. 


LaLonde told the board he didn't believe 


the man was "concerned with a referen- 
dum.

Strives 


For Change 


by JANET JONES 


In the shuffle of revolt at Elk Grove 


High School on April 24, a handful of boys 
stood, spoke, and brought order to a group 
of students who chose to make an attempt 
at changing policy in School Dist. 214. 


One name, one voice and one face be- 


came prevalent throughout the demonstra- 
tion and afterward. Why was Paul Stathas 
heard and listened to at the same time? 
How did he become involved? 


If reason for action in any individual is 


d e e p - s e e d e d within his personality, 
Stathas is no exception. 


IN CONVERSATION, the high school se- 


nior displays a sense of realness and a 
logical mind. He believes part of this logic 
is being able to say what he feels, and he 
says it well. 


Informed on most national problems, he 


displays that knowledge in conversation 
and contends that his every action is well 
thought out. 


When asked about his views on the Viet- 


nam war and the resistance to it by many 
in his generation, Stathas spoke of a new 
generation which does not care to fight. 
But he also contended, with disgust, that 
aniti-war movements have been infiltrated 
by "filth who are merely too lazy to 
fight." 


HE WAS then asked about his ideas of 


welfare programs, and his reply was that 
such programs as Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren (ADC) will go on forever, and the 
only possible way they could have *ieen 
stopped would have been not to let them 
get started. 


"Smoking is a bad habit, and so is wel- 


fare," he said. Except for an occasional 
pipe, Stathas does not smoke. 


The student leader is concerned with the 


caliber of news reporting today. Disturbed 
with the "constant garble of gory facts," 
with little mention of anything good, he 
continually repeated, "It's sad, it's really 
sad." 


On the personal level, Stathas seems to 


be in doubt about many things. He says 
his mind is in battle with itself, always 
attempting to separate fantasy from fact. 
His ideals are compromised by logic, he 
said. 


HIS GOAL is to do something produc- 


tive, yet he contends he is held back by 
hu appearance. A good example of real 
and unreal conflicts, Stathas believes his 
logical mind knows that his hair is ham- 
pering his ambitions, but his idealistic 
mind sees himself with long hair. 


Why long hair? 


"Why not? I like it." 
How did he become involved in the 


smoking issue at the school? 


For several months Stathas and others- 


including Student Council Pres. James 
Brookman, Mark Thompson, and Greg 
King — say they have become increas- 
ingly concerned because of the apparent 
lack of involvement displayed by students 
and faculty pertinent to communication 
with each other. 


STATHAS SAID he had become frustra- 


ted with wanting to do something and yet 
being tied down. He said he felt he was 
part of a minority, and the feeling of total 
dismay developed. 


When he entered the school April 24, 


said, he felt sure there existed a chance to 
further communication. He said he wanted 
to help students receive what they wanted, 
but in an orderly way. 


The action, he believes, suddenly opened 


student-teacher relationships, and started 
people talking about matters which for 
months have been set aside. 


He accomplished more in one week than 


others could do in months. 


Why did he get involved? 
Stathas contends it was because he felt 


a leader was needed at the moment, and 
that he wanted to do something to help. 
But he admits he had no idea of how time- 
consuming it would be and the great 
amount of effort the campaign would take. 


Stathas, Brookman, Thompson and King 


have, since the demonstration, been work- 
ing actively to win a change in policy and 
obtain an outdoor smoking area for the 
students. 


WHILE THINKING and reasoning may 


n o t be extraordinary 
characteristics, 


Stathas is a person who will get involved, 
a person who believes strongly in ideals. 


Stathas leaves the impression that he is 


not a politician or an agitator — just a 
real person. He is trsuted by students, be- 
cause they detect his sincerity. He has 
earned the trust and respect of the admin- 
istration for keeping several hundred stu- 
dents under control. 


He appears to subscribe to the philoso- 


phy that caring is sufficient cause for ac- 
tion.

The congressional race so far has been

Marks, of Wilmette, told a Herald re- 


porter he will be running on a platform 
favoring deescalation of the Vietnam war 
and opposing a buildup of the Anti-Ballis- 
tic Missile system. He said he will turn 
his energies toward trying to resolve prob- 
lems of urban communities, both city and 
suburbs. 


A GENERAL election is to be set in Oc- 


tober. 


Marks was defeated Nov. 5 in his bid for 


reelection to the MSD board of trustees. A 
Republican, Marks carried the suburbs 
but lost in Chicago to Democrat Chester 
Majewski. 


The first congressional candidate point- 


ed out he ran 12,000 votes ahead of Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie in November and was 
endorsed by all the Chicago newspapers. 
He said he is the only person mentioned 
for candidacy who has conducted a dis- 
trict-wide campaign. 


In addition to Schlickman, persons men- 


tioned as probable candidates are Rep. 
Alan Johnston, R-Kenilworth; Brian Duff, 
unsuccessful candidate for lieutenant gov- 
ernor; Joe Mathewson of Winnetka, Gov- 
ernor Ogilvie's press secretary; David 
Row, publisher of the north-shore Hollister 
newspaper chain.

Bacon has stated a countywide 
referendum would be likely to fail and not 
worth risking an estimated $1.5 million in 
referendum costs. 


THE HOUSE Municipalities Committee 


deferred a decision on the legislation. An- 
other meeting was set for Monday be- 
tween the committee and MSD staff. At- 
cher said he detected an affirmative atti- 
tude from committee members, though 
they wanted a specific construction list to 
review how the $380 million is to be spent. 


The Civic Federation opposed the $380 


million bond issue, stating it should be 
brought to public referendum and the 
building program explained to the city 
and suburbs. 


Testimony on other MSD legislation was 


postponed. 


Atcher said he presented an objection to 


one MSD bill raising fines from $100 to 
$1,000 to Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 
fl-Arlington Heights. 


Bacon had told the conference the fine 


increase for violations would put "teeth" 
into ordinances since industry now finds it 
more economical to pay penalties than to 
correct violations. 


The MSD directs its fines to municipal- 


ities which generally pass the fine on to 
the violator. Atcher said the fine should go 
directly to the violator since municipal- 
ities now can only fine up to $500. Munici- 
palities could lose $500 per violation, and 
even if they get statutory authority, to 
raise fines to $1,000, they will then have to 
prosecute as felonies, Atcher said.

The other changes centered around a 


possible move to amend the number of 


candidates the Caucus could back for each 
vacancy.

This change also was defeated, the 


Caucus deciding the move would serve 
simply to "dilute'1 support for caucus- 
backed candidates

Caucus — each vacancy to have only one 
candidate. 


Another proposed change, allowing two 


nominees for each vacancy, was defeated 
as written, then amended to read, "each 
delegate will vote for one name for each 
vacancy."

vert anyone," said Father Faucher, "it 
only provides the means for one to see 
why another believes as he does. It lets 
one look at what people hold in common. 


" Operation Understanding is really 


bringing the whole concept of Ecumeni 
cism down to the grass roots level The 
idea of Ecumemcism, which is the pro- 
moting or tending toward world-wide 
Christian unity or cooperation, began at 
the top of the church hierarchy and has 
slowly moved down to toe local level," he 
explained

For Change

In the shuffle of revolt at Elk Grove 


High School on April 24, a handful of boys 
stood, spoke, and brought order to a group 
of students who chose to make an attempt 
at changing policy in School Dist. 214. 


One name, one voice and one face be- 


came prevalent throughout the demonstra- 
tion and afterward. Why was Paul Stathas 
heard and listened to at the same time? 
How did he become involved? 


If reason for action in any individual is 


d e e p - s e e d e d within his personality, 
Stathas is no exception. 


IN CONVERSATION, the high school se- 


nior displays a sense of realness and a 
logical mind. He believes part of this logic 
is being able to say what he feels, and he 
says it well. 


Informed on most national problems, he 


displays that knowledge in conversation 
and contends that his every action is well 
thought out. 


When asked about his views on the Viet- 


nam war and the resistance to it by many 
in his generation, Stathas spoke of a new 
generation which does not care to fight. 
But he also contended, with disgust, that 
aniti-war movements have been infiltrated 
by "filth who are merely too lazy to 
fight." 


HE WAS then asked about his ideas of 


welfare programs, and his reply was that 
such programs as Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren (ADC) will go on forever, and the 
only possible way they could have Seen 
stopped would have been not to let them 
get started. 


"Smoking is a bad habit, and so is wel- 


fare," he said. Except for an occasional 
pipe, Stathas does not smoke. 


The student leader is concerned with the 


caliber of news reporting today. Disturbed 
with the "constant garble of gory facts," 
with little mention of anything good, he 
continually repeated, "It's sad, it's really 
sad." 


On the personal level, Stathas seems to 


be in doubt about many things. He says 
his mind is in battle with itself, always 
attempting to separate fantasy from fact. 
His ideals are compromised by logic, he 
said. 


HIS GOAL is to do something produc- 


tive, yet he contends he is held back by 
hid appearance. A good example of real 
and unreal conflicts, Stathas believes his 
logical mind knows that his hair is ham- 
pering his ambitions, but his idealistic 
mind sees himself with long hair.

WHILE CONTENDING that "smoking 
i* a bad habit," Paul Stathas is help- 
ing to lead a campaign to change 
smoking policy at Elk Grove High 


School. The senior believes students 
have the right to at least ask for some- 
thing, but in an orderly way. 


"Why not? I like it." 
How did he become involved in the 


smoking issue at the school? 


For several months Stathas and others- 


including Student Council Pres. James 
Brookman, Mark Thompson, and Greg 
King — say they have become increas- 
ingly concerned because of the apparent 
lack of involvement displayed by students 
and faculty pertinent to communication 
with each other. 


STATHAS SAID he had become frustra- 


ted with wanting to do something and yet 
being tied down. He said he felt he was 
part of a minority, and the feeling of total 
dismay developed. 


When he entered the school April 24, 


said, he felt sure there existed a chance to 
further communication. He said he wanted 
to help students receive what they wanted, 
but in an orderly way. 


The action, he believes, suddenly opened 


student-teacher relationships, and started 
people talking about matters which for 
months have been set aside. 


He accomplished more in one week than 


others could do in months. 


Why did he get involved? 
Stathas contends it was because he felt 


a leader was needed at the moment, and 
that he wanted to do something to help. 
But he admits he had no idea of how time- 
consuming it would be and the great 
amount of effort the campaign would take. 


Stathas, Brookman, Thompson and King 


have, since the demonstration, been work- 
ing actively to win a change in policy and 
obtain an outdoor smoking area for the 
students. 


WHILE THINKING and reasoning may 


n o t be extraordinary characteristics, 
Stathas is a person who will get involved, 
a person who believes strongly in ideals. 


Stathas leaves the impression that he is 


not a politician or an agitator — just a 
real person. He is trsuted by students, be- 
cause they detect his sincerity. He has 
earned the trust and respect of the admin- 
istration for keeping several hundred stu- 
dents under control. 


He appears to subscribe to the philoso- 


phy that caring is sufficient cause for ac- 
tion.

A 
Republican, Marks carried the suburbs 
but lost in Chicago to Democrat Chester 
Majewski. 


The first congressional candidate point- 


ed out he ran 12,000 votes ahead of Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie in November and was 
endorsed by all the Chicago newspapers. 
He said he is the only person mentioned 
for candidacy who has conducted a dis- 
trict-wide campaign.

MANY OF THE NEW "highs" include 


various cough medicirtes, Robatussin AC, 
Cosynal, Cosadeine, all containing the nar- 
cotic Codeine, and such prescription drugs 
as Amphetamine, a stimulant commonly 
known as "speed," and sedative drugs, 
under the heading of barbiturates. 


Pharmacists are required by law to 


keep lists of everyone purchasing Codeine 
cough medicines, plus lists of purchasers 
of amphetamine drugs. The lists are de- 
tailed, giving name of purchaser, address, 
amount of prescription, dosage, and infor- 
mation noting intervals of refill. 


Prescriptions are good for five refills or

HE WA.S then asked about his ideas of 


welfare programs, and his reply was that 
such programs as Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren (ADC) will go on forever, and the 
only possible way they could have Seen 
stopped would have been not to let them 
get started. 


"Smoking Ls u bad habit, and so is wel- 


fare," he said. Except for an occasional 
pipe, Stathas docs not smoke.

He said he will turn 
his energies toward trying to resolve prob- 
lems of urban communities, both city and 
suburbs. 


A GENERAL election is to be set in Oc-

Marks was defeated Nov. 5 in his bid for

Republican, Marks carried the suburbs 
but lost in Chicago to Democrat Chester 
Majewski. 


The first congressional candidate point- 


ed out he ran 12,000 votes ahead of Gov.

What gives forged prescriptions away 


most often is a street address that does 
not exist. Another give-away, he said, is 
the amount prescribed 
Usual!}, people 


who are passing the blanks fill in a large 
amount as dosage, hoping to avoid coming 
back to the same druggist. 


"Doctors don't prescribe large amounts 


They will make it for a small amount as a 
trial dosage, to be refilled as needed." 


Petropolous said a list is kept, open to 


Federal Narcotics agents, of how often a 
prescription is refilled. "If we think it is 
being filled at shorter intervals than is 
called for, we contact the doctor.'' If a 
case of stolen blanks is turned up, the po- 
lice are contacted immediately. 


ONE COMMON ABUSE occurs 
with 


stimulants used as dietary aids. Alcohol to 
an excess, which under this medication, 
can have severe side effects, depending on 
the individual. "The effect of the two act 
to double the potency of the drug " Many 
adults are unaware of this complication, 
he said.

ANOTHER DILEMMA. What about the 


man who cannot find a place to park'' 
Where does he go'1 In frustration, he may 
park the car illegally tn avoid being late 
to work, and come home with a healthy 
fine from the police department 


The only solution, of course, is to get 


mort; parking space as quickly as pos- 
sible In the interim, why not lift some of 
those two-hour limits on the side streets. 
I've heard that the residents don't like 
car, parked in front of their houses all 
clay long. But surely they wouldn't object 
if it were only a temporary measure. 


Another solution might be to require a 


Mount Prospect vehicle tag on parked 
cars and a special sticker for those cars, 
from outside the village. 


Other cities along the railroad have rd- 


quirrri nonresidents to pay a special park- 
ing fee 


Although I do not wish to make it im- 


possible for nonresidents to park, I do be- 
lieve the village's first obligation is to its 
citizens 


I think one way to solve the commuters' 


problem would be to acquire both lots, 
have a smaller parking lot with meters 
for wives and occasional commuters, and 
take the meters out of the other parking 
areas 


INSTEAD OK A daily fee, the regular 


commuters could purchase yearly tags 
which must be displayed in those lots on 
weekdays. The village would be able to 
anticipate the number of cars for which it 
would have to make space, and the men 
would not have to worry about having 
small change available each day. 


Then in the future if the commuter lots 


become filled, the village would have ad- 
vance warning that further land purchase 
is necessary. 


Sixty-five spaces sounds sufficient now, 


but I'll bet the new lot, once opened, won't 
take long to fill. The village should act 
now to acquire that second parcel of land. 
In the long run, it would cost less to do it, 
especially if land values continue to rise. 


130.4 per cent in per capita retail sales. 


The report 
understandably 
drew the 


conclusion that "the residents of (the vil- 
lage) are making the bulk of their retail 
purchases elsewhere." 


To implement the plan, the village 


board adopted the proposed recommenda- 
tions for the central business district in 
the Kincaid report as part of the village 
plan in 1957. But portions of the private 
sector, property owners and businessmen, 
cried out that they would file a lawsuit 
against the village if the plan were fully 
realized. 


IT MUST BE remembered that at the 


time the business district didn't look as it 
does today. Part of the Kincaid report 
called for the development of parking lots 
in many areas where they now exist. Wille 
Street had homes on both side. Emerson 
Street was residential and half as wide. 
The Mount Prospect State Bank had not 
built its present building. 


Baughman's recommendations included 


the banning of parking along Northwest 
Highway and on the west side of Main 
where the State of Illinois has now insist- 
ed there be no parking. 


Baughman also recommended industrial 


development be encouraged in planned 


areas within the village. Not, he pointed 
out, to provide a Job market for village 
residents, most of whom "brought their 
jobs with them," but to "broaden the tax 
base." 


He again recommended, just as Kingery 


had done, the use of multiple housing as 
buffer zoning between business-industrial 
zoning and single-family homes. 


All in all, it was a masterful approach 


to the problems of Mount Prospect in 1958, 
but as one ex-official put it, "nobody who 
was anybody liked it." 


But by 1958 the village was entering the 


period of its greatest growth and its ex- 
panding population had attracted the shop- 
ping center developers. They came to vil- 
lage board meetings petitioning for annex- 
ation. 


RESIDENTS POURED into the meet- 


ings, arguing against the 
annexations. 


They didn't want the shopping centers 
near their homes, making dust, traffic, 
trash and noise. In preventing annexation 
they won a short-lived victory. 


"I kept the Market Basket out of this 


town," boasted one resident of Golf Road, 
completely ignoring the fact that the Mar- 
ket Basket sat on the same corner that 
had been planned for it from the begin- 


ning. Only its post office address was dif- 
ferent and its sales taxes, gleaned from 
Mount Prospect's shoppers, went into Des 
Plaines' coffers. 


Many exponents of what Eugene Martin 


has called the "ultra" conservative ap- 
proach to village planning had prevented 
annexation south of Golf Road. In 1962 this 
annexation began, not only to broaden the 
village tax base by reaching out to indus- 
trial development in that area, but in or- 
der to gain some measure of control over 
the wide expanse of vacant land. 


THIS LAND was ripe for annexation to 


Des Plaines because the shopping center 
development had brought that city right 
against Mount Prospect's doorstep. To 
gain annexation of the southern prop- 
erty, village board members allowed es- 
tablishment of the R-A classification for 
zoning. 


This classification allowed a 60 by 120- 


foot lot, smaller than the 60-foot-plus fron- 
tage the village was encouraging in other 
areas, but with 7,200 square feet, the same 
requirement as the minimum in other de- 
velopments. Sal DiMucci, developer, also 
retained control of the water and sewer 
company servicing the area, but agreed to 
an option to buy under pre-annexation 


agreement, a new legal instrument just 
coming into use. 


At about the same time the village 


board hired Baughman, now operating 
Tec Search, Inc., to develop a new plan 
for the greatly expa.nded village. 


Unfortunately Baughman became ill and 


Rolf Campbell took Baughman's place. 
The work dragged. In the meantime, a 
planned-development 
ordinance for the 


Old Orchard Country Club had become a 
campaign issue and the incumbent village 
president lost the 1965 election. 


THE PRELIMINARY report to the 


board by Tec Search was presented just 
after the new regime took office. The pre- 
liminary sketches contained what amount- 
ed to "apartment farms" in the area near 
the tollway. This area, not now part of the 
village, was recommended for immediate 
annexation. 


Village officials rejected the preliminary 


opinions of the planners, turning down 
suggestions for annexation and decrying 
the plans for apartment zoning. 
(Tomorrow: Planning the 60s. The poli- 
tics of community zoning.) 


Went in Flabby, Came Out 


(Two 
Herald staff writers, Joan Kluss- 


mann and Sandra Comstock, recently 
tried the Chicago Health Club in Mount 
Prospect to slim down weight and build up 
muscles. Miss Comstock tells about the 
experience in this article.) 


If you go to the Chicago Health Club in 


Mount Prospect, grit your teeth and pre- 
pare to hear about all the things that are 
wrong with your body. 


Joan Klussman and I went to the club 


as working girls on a special introductory 
plan where you get four visits to the club 
for free. We were prepared for a sales 
pitch and sore muscles, but we didn't 
count on the critiques of what's wrong 
with our shapes. 


WHEN WE CAME in the front door of 


the club located at 225 W. Rand Road, 
Mount Prospect, it was likj walking into a 
mild steam bath. At the rear of the club 
there is an open whirlpool bath which con- 
tains hot water. The steam rising from it 
permeates the air throughout the club and 
steams up its front windows. 


After introducing ourselves to two wom- 


en donned in black leotards and black 
tights with a red Robin Hood tunic over 
them, we were shown the equipment in 
the exercise room. 


Everything was gleaming and obviously 


well kept — the metal shone brightly and 
mirrors placed on all the walls did not 
show a spot. The bright red carpeting was 
very clean looking. 


One machine we tried reminded us of a 


guillotine. You rested under the machine 
on your back, placed your legs on a cross 
bar and pushed up. Weights were attached 
to the bar so after you pushed up, the bar 
would come down again. 


AFTER ABOUT TEN of those exercises, 


we were ready to quit. But that was only 
the beginning. We exercised on slanted 
boards with dumbbells, did sit-ups on 
slanted boards, and used a machine with 
a be1', that you put around your seat. You 
just stood there while the belt shook. 


Joan got away with using the belt ma- 


chine only once. The girl directing our 
tour of the equipment told me to use the 
vibrating belt around my seat, and then 
put it around each leg to shake up the fat. 


I began to feel like my body wouldn't 


stop shaking even when the machine did. 


I THOUGHT THE guide was going to 


have me use it on my arms, legs, big toe, 
hands, and everywhere else where she 
had pointed out that I needed "a little re- 
ducing." 


While I was being shaken up by the belt 


machine, Joan was relaxing on a couch. 
The cocrh had four moving portions which 
rested on each shoulder blade and each 
half of your seat. You lay there and let 
the four sections move in four different 
directions and massage your body. 


We were closely supervised at all times, 


as the guide showed us how each piece of 
equipment was used and how many times 
we should repeat an exercise. 


Joan gave up on one piece of equipment 
—it had weights attached to a pully and a 
belt. Joan's ankle is only seven inches and 
the belt wouldn't tighten enough. 


As she tried to exercise by pulling 


against the weights with her leg while ly- 
ing on the floor, the belt on her ankle 
slipped almost up to her knee. 


I wasn't so lucky. The belt fit my chub- 


by ankle just right and I got to do 20 pulls 
against the weight in three positions, on 
my back, on my side and on my stomach. 
Then I had to continue the routine with 
my left leg. 


JOAN AND I laughed a lot throughout 


the session as we tried to master each 
piece of equipment. "Now you girls," the 
attendant admonished us, "you musn't 
laugh. This is serious business." 


We had been doing exercises for about 


an hour and were both near collapse. We 
were led into an office where an older 
woman dressed in black leotards, black 
tights, and a Robin-Hood-tunic sat. 


This was the beginning of a hard-line 


sell that later turned soft. 


"Well, you have slightly different prob- 


lems. Joan, you need to build up, and San- 
dy you obviously have to break down," 
the slim woman told us. 


"Our program is needed when nothing 


else in the world works, and obviously in 
your case, nothing else has," she told me. 


"YOU 
HAVE TO lose some weight 


here," she said, grabbing the top of my 
thigh and shaking the excess poundage 
gently. 


Joan got the same treatment, but the 


comment was different. "You don't need 
to lose any weight, that's for sure. But 
you're a little flabby." Then she gave 
Joan a little poke in the leg to prove the 
point. "You're soft." 


A year's membership to the club would 


cost $300 annual dues plus $35 a month. 
This would involve a complete program 
with free use of facilities and access to all 
Chicago Health Clubs. 


At first she told us we had to decide 


that day if we wanted to get in on a spe- 
cial discount offer. 


Later, she said we could wait and take 


advantage of the three remaining free ses- 
sions and "another limited program was 
available." 


The plan would be $25 a month and 


could be arranged on an easy-payment 
plan. 


I EXPLAINED THAT I would have to 


talk to my fiance' before making any 
commitment. The lady in black and red 
said, "Why do you have to talk to him. 
You work — it's your money. You should 
put your foot down right now and say 
you're going to sign up whether he likes it 
or not." 


I wondered if the Chicago Health Club 


also offered marriage counseling in their 
program, because I would need some if I 
signed up. 


"Listen, honey, it's obvious you need it. 


Does your fiance like you going around 
looking like that?" She mad- an ugly face 
and I looked at my body, having never 
realized how ugly I was. 


The woman showed us a plan for our 


individual programs. They promised to 
help Joan "build herself up" and prom- 
ised to help me take it off — but in the 
right spots. 


She didn't nay Joan would have to put 


on any weight, but said the program 
would help her get rid of that "flabbi- 
ness." 


Programs are set up with certain ex- 


ercises to give attentio, to the particular 
figure problem a person might have. Mea- 
surements and weight are taken each 
month to determine if a person is moving 
in the right direction toward her "ideal" 
figure. 


After the sales pitch, Joan and I went to 


the back room and stuck our f»et into the 
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hot water of the whirlpool bath. After 
that, we looked into the steam room and 
the sauna bath. 


I tried out the sun room, a small room 


with no chairs or anything to sit on. The 
attendant warned me to stay in the room 
only about three minute.s the first time. 


Joan and I left the club feeling thor- 


oughly examined, poked at and admo- 
nished for the sloppy shape of our bodies. 
For those who can afford it, or have the 
time to spend, it might be worthwhile.

the current pupil-teacher ratio of 28 to 1 
results in average class size* of 31 stu- 
dents 


Michel? yesterday said the teachers be- 


lieve that to be too many, and called for a 
significant reduction of class size to be 
included in next year's teaching contracts 


Michels. who soon will become president 


of the district Teachers Council, said the 
next move i« up to the board of education 


"IF THEY HAVE another proposal, we 


will meet with them," MicheU said "If 
they don't, there won't be any teaching 
contracts for next vear ' 


Administration officials said that the 


salary proposal would increase teaching 
salaries by 12 per cent, Including a usual 4 


per cent increase for boosts in costs of 
living. 


It would cost the district, they said, an 


additional $700,000. That figure includes 
new teachers required because of enroll- 
ment increases 


Dr. Donald Thomas, superintendent of 


the district, said that the proposal "Is 
about the best we can do," making note of 
the fact that 10-month contracts are being 
offered The rate of $6,900 for ten months 
is comparable to $8,400 for 12 months 


"The teachers would get a 12 per cent 


increase," Thomas said, "which is far 
more than I got " 


The superintendent settled with the 


board several months ago, and got a 4 per 
cent increase of $26,000 per year.

further communication He said he wanted 
to help students receive what they wanted,

The action, he believes, suddenly opened 


student-teacher relationships, and started 
people talking about matters which for 
months have been set aside. 


He accomplished more in one week than 


others could do m months 


Why did he get involved' 
Stathas contends it was because he felt 


a leader was needed at the moment, and 
that he wanted to do something to help. 
But he admits he had no idea of how time- 
consuming it would be and the great 
amount of effort the campaign would take 


Stathas, Brookman, Thompson and King 


have, since the demonstration, been work- 
ing actively to win a change in policy and 
obtain an outdoor smoking area for the 
students 


WHILE THINKING and reasoning may 


not 
be extraordinary 
characteristics, 


Stathas is a person who will get involved, 
a person who believes strongly in ideals. 


Stathas leaves the impression that he is 


not a politician or an agitator — just a 
real person He is trsuted by students, be- 
cause they detect his sincerity. He has 
earned the trust and respect of the admin- 
istration for keeping several hundred stu- 
dents under control 


He appears to subscribe to the philoso- 


phy that caring is sufficient cause for ac- 
tion. 


The average teacher in school district 


59, Thomas said, earns about $8,500 to $9,- 
000 annually. 


Until now, both sides in the bargaining 


talks had indicated they were "very 
close" to settlement, but according to 
Michels the issue of salary and class size 
could not be solved at the latest talks, 
held Monday. 


A DAY PRIOR TO that meeting, teach- 


ers accused the district of offering "sub- 
standard wages," while the board, on 
Tuesday, responded by making public 
what they were offering to the teachers. 


Throughout negotiations, both sides had 


agreed to keep the matter under wraps 
until settlement was reached and contracts 
were approved by both sides. 


The only leak from the teacher's side 


was an initial request of $7,500 bast pay. 
That would be an increase of about 16 per 
cent, compared with the 8 per cent offered 
by the district The automatic increase of 
4 per cent for each year of experience 
would have made the teachers' request a 
total of 20 per cent, compared with the 12 
per cent offered Monday night by the 
board of education. 


Other than implications posed by Mich- 


els' remark that unless an acceptable pro- 
posal is made "there won't be any teach- 
ing contracts for next year," there have 
been no threats of strikes by the teachers.

The "Annals of America' is published 


by the Encyclopaedia Britannica Educa- 
tional Corporation It contains a year by 
year account of the years between 1493- 
1968 in more than 2,200 selections by 1,100 
authors 


The content includes the best and most 


interesting and representative writings by 
Americans 
— presidential addresses, 


poems, folk songs, news articles, reports 
of scientific discoveries, and memoirs and 
diaries 


THIS WORK. WHICH was five years in 


preparation, is governed by three prin- 
ciples — diversity, accuracy, and contem- 
poraneity 


The 18 volumes, arranged by year, deal 


with discovering a new world, the revolu- 


tion, a house dividing, the Progressive 
era, World War I, the Depression, World 
War II, the cold war in the nuclear age, 
and the burdens of being a world power. 


A chronology m each volume provides a 


capsule history of the periods covered. An 
introduction m each discusses the high 
points and trends, and biographical infor- 
mation on authors 


There are 5,000 illustrations, as well as 


maps and one four-color frontis-piece at 
the beginning of each volume. 


TWO EXTRA VOLUMES, which come 


before the other 18, give an overview of 25

Because the word of a new "high" pas- 


ses around so quickly, parents are oft-jn 
unaware of what is happening.

MANY OF THF. NEW "highs" include 


various cough medicines. Robatussin AC, 
Cosynal. Cosadeine. all containing the nar- 
cotic Codeine, and such prescription drugs 
as Amphetamine, a stimulant commonly 
known as "speed." and sedative drugs, 
under the heading of barbiturates 


Pharmacists 
are required by law to 


keep lists of everyone purchasing Codeine 
cough medicines, plus lists of purchasers 
of amphetamine drugs. The lists are de- 
tailed, giving name of purchaser, address, 
amount of prescription, dosage, and infor- 
mation noting intervals of refill.

In the shuffle of revolt at Elk Grove 


High School on April 24. a handful of boys 
.stood, spoke, and brought order to a group 
of students vvho chose to make an attempt 
at changing policy in School Dist. 214. 


One name, one voice and one face be- 


came prevalent throughout the demonstra- 
tion anrl afterward. Why was Paul Stathas 
heard and listened to at the same time? 
How did he become involved' 


If reason for action in any individual is 


d e e p-s e e d e d within his personality, 
Stathas is no exception. 


IN CONVERSATION, the high school se- 


nior displays a sense of realness and a 
logical mind He believes part of this logic 
is being able to say what he feels, and he 
savs it well 


Informed on most national problems, he 


displays that knowledge in conversation 
and contends that his every action is well 
thought out 


When asked about his views on the Viet- 


nam war and the resistance to it by many 
in his generation, Stathas spoke of a new 
generation which does not care to fight. 
But he also contended, with disgust, that 
aniti-war movements have been infiltrated 
by "filth who are merely too lazy to 
fight " 


HE WAS then asked about his ideas of 


welfare programs, and his reply was that 
such programs as Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren 'ADCi will go on forever, and the 
only possible way they could have Seen 
stopped would have bean not to let them 
get started. 


"Smoking is a bud habit, and so is wel- 


fare." he said. Except for an occasional 
pipe. Stathas does not smoke. 


The student leader is concerned with the 


caliber of news reporting today. Disturbed 
with the "constant garble of gory facts," 
with little mention of anything good, he 
continually repeated, "It's sad, it's really 
sad " 


On the personal level, Stathas seems to 


be in doubt about many things. He says 
his mind is in battle with itself, always 
attempting to separate fantasy from fact. 
His ideals are compromised by logic, he 
said. 


HIS (>OAI, is to do something produc- 


tive, yet he contends he is held back by 


hi.? appearance. A good example of real 
and unreal conflicts, Stathas believes his 
logical mind knows that his hair is ham- 
pering his ambitions, but his idealistic 
mind sees himself with long hair.

forged prescription blanks. The blanks, 
known in slang as "scrips." are usually 
stolen from doctors' offices, often by the 
pad and are filled out and passed t* phar- 
macists on days when it is difficult to con- 
firm the prescription because it is often 
th» doctor's day off. Research on termi- 
nology is often done with medical dictio- 
naries in public libraries. 


The problem the pharmacist has is how 


to spot forged 'scrips.

Prospect Heights, ex- 
plained what is being done at his pharma- 
cy to combat the forged prescriptions. 
"We know most of our customers person- 
ally, and we have a general knowledge of 
street names in the area." 


What gives forged prescriptions away 


most often is a street address that does 
not exist Another give-away, he said, is 
the amount prescribed. Usually, people 
who are passing the blanks fill in a large 
amount as dosage, hoping to avoid coming 
back to the same druggist. 


"Doctors don't prescribe large amounts. 


They will make it for a small amount as a 
trial dosage, to be refilled as needed." 


Petropolous said a list is kept, open to 


Federal Narcotics agents, of how often a 
prescription is refilled. "If we think ft is 
being filled at shorter intervals than is 
called for, we contact the doctor." If a 
case of stolen blanks is turned up. the po- 
lice are contacted immediately. 


ONE COMMON ABUSE occurs with 


stimulants used as dietary aids. Alcohol to 
an excess, which under this medication, 
can have severe side effects, depending on 
the individual. "The effect of the two act 
to double the potency of the drug." Many 
adults are unaware of this complication, 
he said.

ANOTHER DILEMMA. What about the 


man who cannot find a place to park0 


Where does he go'" In frustration, he may 
park the car illegally to avoid being late 
to work, and come home with a healthy 
fine from the police department. 


The only solution of course, i.s to get 


more parking space as quickly as pos- 
sible In the interim, why not lift some of 
tnose two-hour limits on the side streets. 
I've heard that the residents don't like 
car-, parked in front of their houses all 
da> long But surel> they wouldn't object 
if it were only a temporary measure 


Another solution might be to require a 


Mount Prospect vehicle tag on parked 
rars and a special sticker for those cars 
from outside the village. 


Other cities along the railroad have rft- 


quirod nonresidents to pay a special park- 
ing fee 


Although I do not wish to make it im- 


possible for nonresidents to park, I do be- 
lieve the village's first obligation is to its 
citizens 


I think one way to solve the commuters' 


problem would be to acquire both lots, 
have a smaller parking lot with meters 
for wives and occasional commuters, and 
take the meters out of the other parking 
areas 


INSTEAD OF A daily fee. the regular 


commuters could purchase yearly tags 
which must be displayed in those lots on 
weekdays. The village would be able to 
anticipate the number of cars for which it 
would have to make space, and the men 
would not have to worry about having 
small change available each day. 


Then in the future if the commuter lots 


become filled, the village would have ad- 
vance warning that further land purchase 
i.s necessary. 


Sixty-five spates sounds sufficient now. 


but I'll bet the new lot, once opened, won't 
take long to fill The village should act 
now to acquire that second parcel of land. 
In the long run, it would cost less to do it, 
especially if land values continue to rise. 


130.4 per cent in per capita retail sales. 


The report understandably 
drew the 


conclusion that "the residents of (the vil- 
lage) are making the bulk of their retail 
purchases elsewhere." 


To implement the plan, the village 


board adopted the proposed recommenda- 
tions for the central business district in 
the Kincaid report as part of the village 
plan in 1957. But 'portions of the private 
sector, property owners and businessmen, 
cried out that they would file a lawsuit 
against the village if the plan were fully 
realized. 


IT MUST BE remembered that at the 


time the business district didn't look as it 
does today. Part of the Kincaid report 
called for the development of parking lots 
in many areas where they now exist. Wille 
Street had homes on both side. Emerson 
Street was residential and half as wide. 
The Mount Prospect State Bank had not 
built its present building 


Baughman's recommendations included 


the banning of parking along Northwest 
Highway and on the west side of Main 
where the State of Illinois has now insist- 
ed there be no parking. 


Baughman also recommended industrial 


development be encouraged in planned 


areas within the village. Not, he pointed 
out, 
to provide a job market for village 


residents, most of whom "brought their 
jobs with them," but to "broaden the tax 
base." 


He again recommended, just as Kingery 


had done, the use of multiple housing as 
buffer zoning between business-industrial 
zoning and single-family homes. 


All in all, it was a masterful approach 


to the problems of Mount Prospect in 1958, 
but as one ex-official put it, "nobody who 
was anybody liked it." 


But by 1958 the village was entering the 


•period of its greatest growth and its ex- 
panding population had attracted the shop- 
ping center developers. They came to vil- 
lage board meetings petitioning for annex- 
ation. 


RESIDENTS POURED into the meet- 


ings, arguing against the annexations. 
They didn't want the shopping centers 
near their homes, making dust, traffic, 
trash and noise. In preventing annexation 
they won a short-lived victory. 


"I kept the Market Basket out of this 


town," boasted one resident of Golf Road, 
completely ignoring the fact that the Mar- 
ket Basket sat on the same corner that 
had been planned for it from the begin- 


ning. Only its post office address was dif- 
ferent and its sales taxes, gleaned from 
Mount Prospect's shoppers, went into Des 
Plaines' coffers. 


Many exponents of what Eugene Martin 


has called the "ultra" conservative ap- 
proach to village planning had prevented 
annexation south of Golf Road. In 1962 this 
annexation began, not only to broaden the 
village tax base by reaching out to indus- 
trial development in that area, but in or- 
der to gain some measure of control over 
the wide expanse of vacant land. 


THIS LAND was ripe for annexation to 


Des Plaines because the shopping center 
development had brought that city right 
against Mount Prospect's doorstep. To 
gain annexation of the southern prop- 
erty, village board members allowed es- 
tablishment of the R-A classification for 
zoning. 


This classification allowed a 60 by 120- 


foot lot, smaller than the 60-foot-plus fron- 
tage the village was encouraging in other 
areas, but with 7,200 square feet, the same 
requirement as the minimum in other de- 
velopments. Sal DiMucci, developer, also 
retained control of the water and sewer 
company servicing the area, but agreed to 
an option to buy under pre-annexation 


agreement, a new legal instrument just 
coming into use. 


At about the same time the village 


board hired Baughman, now operating 
Tec Search, Inc., to develop a new plan 
for the greatly expanded village. 


Unfortunately Baughman became ill and 


Rolf Campbell took Baughman's place. 
The work dragged. In the meantime, a 
planned-development 
ordinance 
for the 


Old Orchard Country Club had become a 
campaign issue and the incumbent village 
president lost the 1965 election. 


THE PRELIMINARY report to the 


board by Tec Search was presented just 
after the new regime took office. The pre- 
liminary sketches contained what amount- 
ed to "apartment farms" in the area near 
the tollway. This area, not now part of the 
village, was recommended for immediate 
annexation. 


Village officials rejected the preliminary 


opinions of the planners, turning down 
suggestions for annexation and decrying 
the plans for apartment zoning.

Went in Flabby, Came Out... 


(Two 
Herald staff writers, Joan Kluss- 


mann and Sandra Com stock, recently 
tried the Chicago Health Club in Mount 
Prospect to slim down weight and build up 
muscles. Miss Comstock tells about the 
experience in this article.) 


If you go to the Chicago Health Club in 


Mount Prospect, grit your teeth and pre- 
pare to hear about all the things that are 
wrong with your body. 


Joan Klussman and I went to the club 


as working girls on a special introductory 
plan where you get four visits to the club 
for free. We were prepared for a sales 
pitch and sore muscles, but we didn't 
count on the critiques of what's wrong 
with our shapes. 


WHEN WE CAME in the front door of 


the club located at 225 W. Rand Road, 
Mount Prospect, it was likj walking into a 
mild steam bath. At the rear of the club 
there is an open whirlpool bath which con- 
tains hoi water. The steam rising from it 
permeates the air throughout the club and 
steams up its front windows. 


After introducing ourselves to two wom- 


en donned in black leotards and black 
tights with a red Robin Hood tunic over 
them, we were shown the equipment in 
the exercise room. 


Everything was gleaming and obviously 


well kept — the metal shone brightly and 
mirrors placed on all the walls did not 
.show a spot. The bright red carpeting was 
very clean looking. 


One machine we tried reminded us of a 


guillotine. You rested under the machine 
on your back, placed your legs on a cross 
bar and pushed up. Weights were attached 
to the bar so after you pushed up, the bar 
would come down again. 


AFTER ABOUT TEN of those exercises, 


we were ready to quit. But that was only 
the beginning. We exercised on slanted 
boards with dumbbells, did sit-ups on 
slanted boards, and used a machine with 
a be" that you put around your seat. You 
just stood there while the belt shook. 


Joan got away with using the belt ma- 


chine only once. The girl directing our 
tour of the equipment told me to use the 
vibrating belt around my seat, and then 
put it around each leg to shake up the fat. 


I began to feel like my body wouldn't 


stop shaking even when the machine did 


I THOUGHT THE guide was going to 


have me use it on my arms, legs, big toe, 
hands, and everywhere else where she 
had pointed out that I needed "a little re- 
ducing." 


While 1 was being shaken up by the belt 


machine, Joan was relaxing on a couch. 
The coi t h had four moving portions which 
rested on each shoulder blade and each 
half of your seat. You lay there and let 
the four sections move in four different 
directions and massage your body. 


We were closely supervised at all times, 


as the guide showed us how each piece of 
equipment was used and how many times 
we should repeat an exercise. 


Joan gave up on one piece of equipment 
—it had weights attached to a pully and a 
belt. Joan's ankle is only seven inches and 
the belt wouldn't tighten enough. 


As she tried to exercise by pulling 


against the weights with her leg while ly- 
ing on the floor, the belt on her ankle 
slipped almost up to her knee. 


I wasn't so lucky. The belt fit my chub- 


by ankle just right and I got to do 20 pulls 
against the weight in three positions, on 
my back, on my side and on my stomach. 
Then I had to continue the routine with 
my left leg. 


JOAN AND I laughed a lot throughout 


the session as we tried to master each 
piece of equipment. "Now you girls," the 
attendant admonished us, "you musn't 
laugh. This is serious business." 


We had been doing exercises for about 


an hour and were both near collapse. We 
were led into an office where an older 
woman dressed in black leotards, black 
tights, and a Robin-Hood-tunic sat. 


This was the beginning of a hard-line 


sell that later turned soft. 


"Well, you have slightly different prob- 


lems. Joan, you need to build up, and San- 
dy you obviously have to break down." 
the slim woman told us. 


"Our program is needed when nothing 


else in the world works, and obviously in 
you- case, nothing else has," she told me. 


"YOU 
HAVE TO lose some weight 


here," she said, grabbing the top of my 
thigh and shaking the excess poundage 
gently. 


Joan got the same treatment, but the 


comment was different. ''You don't need 
to lose any weight, that's for sure. But 
you're a little flabby." Then she gave 
Joan a little poke in the leg to prove the 
point. "You're soft " 


A year's membership to the club would 


cost S300 annual dues plus $35 a month. 
This would involve a complete program 
with free use of facilities and access to all 
Chicago Health Clubs. 


At first she told us we had to decide 


that day if we wanted to get in on a spe- 
cial discount offer. 


Later, she said we could wait and take 


advantage of the three remaining free ses- 
sions and "another limited program was 
available." 


The plan would be $25 a month and 


could be arranged on an easy-payment 
plan. 


I EXPLAINED THAT I would have to 


talk to my fiance' before making any 
commitment. The lady in black and red 
said, "Why do you have to talk to him. 
You work — it's your money. You should 
put your foot down right now and say 
you're going to sign up whether he likes it 
or not " 


I wondered if the Chicago Health Club 


also offered marriage counseling in their 
program, because I would need some if I 
signed up. 


"Listen, honey, it's obviuus you need it. 


Does your fiance like you going around 
looking like that?" She mad- an ugly face 
and I looked at my body, having never 
realized how ugly I was. 


The woman showed us a plan for our 


individual programs. They promised to 
help Joan "build herself up" and prom- 
ised to help me take it off -- but in the 
right spots. 


She didn't nay Joan would have to put 


on any weight, but said the program 
would help her get rid of that "flabbi- 
ness." 


Programs are set up with certain ex- 


ercises to give attentio. to the particular 
figure problem a person might have. Mea- 
surements and weight are taken each 
month to determine if a person is moving 
in the right direction toward her "ideal" 
figure. 


After the sales pitch, Joan and I went to 


the back room and stuck our f°et into the 
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hot water of the whirlpool bath. After 
that, we looked into the steam room and 
the sauna bath. 


I tried out the sun room, a small room 


with no chairs or anything to sit on. The 
attendant warned me to stay in the room 
only about three minutes the first time. 


Joan and I left the club feeling thor- 


oughly examined, poked at and admo- 
nished for the sloppy shape of our bodies. 
For those who can afford it, or have the 
time to spend, it might be worthwhile.

But 
I don't think there is much we can do 
about it 


Myer said the .state is behind it and the 


lights are here to stay. "I won't move, 
though." he said. "I still travel 58 miles 
back and forth to work. I may not like the 


lights, but I do like Rolling Meadows." 


Another long-time resident who didn't 


want her name used, said that when she 
and her husband moved to Rolling Mead- 
ows 14 years ago it was like living out in 
the country "Now we might as well move 
back to Wilson Avenue in Chicago because 
this area is not that much different." 


Her home is located where the races are 


started, and she has never gotten used to 
the noise. 


"There was a time when the area didn't 


even have a road, but now the traffic is 
unbearable " She said she would wait and 
see about the lights, but was more con- 
cerned about the motels in the area. 


MRS. RONALD RICHTERS, of 2804 Fre- 


mont, has been a resident of Rolling 
Meadows for only seven 
months. 
Her 


home is located "right in back of the race 
track." 


"We moved from Chicago, but as far as 


I know, it has been very quiet." Air- 
planes, more than the tack, have been a 
nuisance, she said. As for moving from 
the area, she would take a wait-and-see 
attitude. 


A "no-comment" was voiced by a few 


residents, but Mrs. R. D. Ja-ir of 2500 
Fremont said that the matter didn't con-

Carrozza says there is no political han- 


key-panky involved in the switch. 


He says Peters, with a real estate office 


in the Wheeling township area, is more 
readily available than Ryan who works In 
Chicago. 


"I have nothing but praise for Mr. 


Ryan," says Carrozza. "It's just 
that 


things come up fast around here. I have a 
crowd of people in my office asking legal 
questions and I have to get a lawyer out 
fast. I've called Mr. Peters out on several 
occasions and all he has is a 10 minute 
drive to get here." 


CARROZZA SAYS Peters will also be 


available to attend monthly meetings of 
the Wheeling Township board of Auditors. 


Ryan could not make the meetings, says 
Carrozza. 


Ryan, when contacted by the Herald, 


said, "The first notice I had of this was a 
letter written over Car^ozza's signature 
dated April 21 — the day he was sworn in 
— saying our services were terminated." 


Ryan noted that at the time of the re- 


cent township budget hearing Carrozza 
complimented him on "another extremely 
fine job on the budget." 


"That was the last discussion I had with 


him," Ryan said. 


RAYN SAYS CARROZZA is within his 


rights to employ any attorney he wishes, 
but objects on a professional basis to Car- 
rozza "assigning reasons to termination." 


"If Mr. Carrozza cares to disclose the 


contents of that letter I am prepared to 
answer him," Ryan told the Herald. 


Ryan was appointed to the post in May, 


1968. He is active in Wheeling Township 
Republican activities and a political pro- 


tege of State Rep. Eugene Schlickman. 


Peters' retirement from his position as 


Township Supervisor in April, was marked 
by a political squabbfe pitting his son 
John against Schlickman forces backing 
Marshall Theroux for township assessor 
Theroux won the Republican nomination 
for assessor over incumbent Peters.

The first congressional candidate point-

One name, one voice and one face be- 


came prevalent throughout the demonstra- 
tion and afterward Why was Paul Stathas 
heard and listened to at the same time? 
How did he become involved? 


If reason for action in any individual is 


d e e p - s e e d e d within his personality, 
Stathas is no exception. 


IN CONVERSATION, the high school se- 


nior displays a sense of realness and a 
logical mind. He believes part of this logic 
is being able to say what he feels, and he 
says it well. 


Informed on most national problems, he 


displays that knowledge in conversation 
and contends that his every action is well 
thought out. 


When asked about his views on the Viet- 


nam war and the resistance to it by many 
m his generation, Stathas spoke of a new 
generation which does not care to fight. 
But he also contended, with disgust, that 
aniti-war movements have been infiltrated 
by "filth who are merely too lazy to 
fight."

"I hate it,'' said Mrs. R. VorBrokfir of 


2303 Fremont, said. "If there was some- 
thing I could do, I would do it. But no one 
out here seems to know what can be done. 
I'm afraid the lights might be here to 
stay." 


Drunken drivers have criss-crossed over 


her front lawn and she fears for the safety 
of her children. She doesn't like "the type 
of clientele that night racing will draw to 
the area" and if it becomes a nuisance, 
she said she and some of her neighbors 
will move. 


"I'M MORE concerned about the empty 


field owned by the track than the noise," 
she continued. "The noise never bothered 
me, but I'm sure the track is planning to 
build something on that empty lot." 


Mrs. Roy Smerling of 2308 Fremont has 


no objection to the new lights. "I like it 
because light is the best kind of protec- 
tion. I think it will help more than it will 
hinder. More police will be in the area." 
In regard to the empty lot, she said that if 
she noticed something suspicious, she 
would just call the police. "They are very 
good about answering calls." 


"I think it stinks," said Mrs. Joseph 


Rybarczyk of 2400 Fremont. "I think they 
are too bright and infringe on a person's 
privacy. But on one knows what to do. I 
would like to get enough people together 
to take some action, but no one seems to 
know what action can be taken." 


She and her husband dislike the con- 


gested traffic around the track and the 
attitude of traffic officers who work for 
the track. "They keep the driver who isn't 
going into the park waiting much too 
long." 


And she wasn't too happy about "the 


clientele that would be brought in as a 
result of night racing. "I think night rac- 
ing brings in an entirely different type of 
clientele, a poorer clientele, than is found 
during the day." 


WOULD SHE move? "Yes."

I'm going to holler," said Mr.s. Vivian Mu- 
rawski of 2704 Fremont. The noise and 
traffic haven't bothered her, but she is not 
sure about the lights. "I'm going to wait 
and see," she said. "I just hope it doesn't 
happen." 


Ray Zographus, 19, of 2402 Fremont said 


that his only complaint was that there are 
going to be too many cars ii night racing 
becomes a reality. 


"The traffic is pretty bad now, but night 


traffic will really be hazardous. The noise 
and lights I can stand, but not the traf- 
fic," he said. 


HE WAS then asked about his ideas of 


welfare programs, and his reply was that 
such programs as Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren (ADC) will go on forever, and the 
only possible way they could have Seen 
stopped would have been not to let them 
get started. 


"Smoking is a bad habit, and so is wel- 


fare," he said. Except for an occasional 
pipe, Stathas does not smoke. 


The student leader is concerned with the 


caliber of news reporting today. Disturbed 
with the "constant garble of gory facts," 
with little mention of anything good, he 
continually repeated, "It's sad, it's really 
sad." 


On the personal level, Stathas seems to 


be in doubt about many things. He says 
his mind is in battle with itself, always 
attempting to separate fantasy from fact. 
His ideals are compromised by logic, he 
said. 


HIS GOAL is to do something produc- 


tive, yet he contends he is held back by 
his appearance. A good example of real 
and unreal conflicts, Stathas believes his 
logical mind knows that his hair is ham- 
pering his ambitions, but his idealistic 
mind sees himself with long hair. 


Why long hair? 
"Why not? I like it." 
How did he become involved in the 


smoking issue at the school? 


For several months Stathas and others- 


including Student Council Pres. James 
Brookman, Mark Thompson, and Greg 
King — say they have become increas- 
ingly concerned because of the apparent 
lack of involvement displayed by students 
and faculty pertinent to communication 
with each other. 


STATHAS SAID he had become frustra- 


ted with wanting to do something and yet 
being tied down. He said he felt he was 
part of a minority, and the feeling of total 
dismay developed. 


When he entered the school April 24, 


said, he felt sure there existed a chance to 
further communication. He said he wanted 
to help students receive what they wanted, 
but in an orderly way. 


The action, he believes, suddenly opened 


student-teacher relationships, and started 
people talking about matters which for 
months have been set aside. 


He accomplished more in one week than 


others could do in months. 


Why did he get involved? 
Stathas contends it was because he felt 


a leader was needed at the moment, and 
that he wanted to do something to help. 
But he admits he had no idea of how time- 
consuming it would be and the great 
amount of effort the campaign would take. 


Stathas, Brookman, Thompson and King 


have, since the demonstration, been work- 
ing actively to win a change in policy and
